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Royal Wedding of Decade Today 

Britons Camp Out in London Streets

LONDON (CP) ~ As Bri¬ 
tain plunged into another eco¬ 
nomic crisis, early arrivals 
began camping out on the 
streets to watch the royal 
wedding of the decade today, 
the lavish ceremony joining 
Princess Anne and Capt. Mark 
Phillips as man and wife. 

After a final dress fitting, 
with details of her gown still 
secret, the blonde princess, 
fourth in line to the throne, 


and her handsome cavalry of¬ 
ficer slipped quietly into his¬ 
toric Westminster Abbey 
Tuesday for a private dress 
rehearsal. 

Outside on the streets, the 
cold of crisis dropped 

wedding news to the bottom 
of newspaper front pages, 
casting a shadow on a ro¬ 
mance that caught world at¬ 
tention. But the sightseers 
were not dismayed. 

It was a busy day for Anne 
and also for 67-year-old Mrs. 


Elsie Ricketts who rode her 
bicycle seven miles from her 
Wiltshire home to a railway 
station to catch a train for 
London where she became 
one of the first to camp out on 
1 h e marriage procession 
route. 

“My husband said I needed 
my head seeing to,” Mrs. 
Ricketts remarked, but as 
the hours went by hundreds 
more joined her on the side¬ 
walks to make sure of a good 
view when the princess rides 


NDP Committed 
To Reduce Rates 


Premier Barrett committed 
the NDP government Tuesday 
to car insurance rates below 
1972 rates for every driver in 
B.C. 

W’hen government car in¬ 
surance comes into effect 
next March, on the average 
rates will be 22 per cent lower 
then they would be if private 
companies were still handling 
Insurance, Barrett said. The 
decreases will be much 
greater for young drivers and 
those with accident records 
but no traffic violations. 

But in return for the lower 
rates, drivers will have to put 
up with a multitude of ad¬ 
ministrative problems during 


the first few months the gov¬ 
ernment corporation is han¬ 
dling insurance, the premier 
warned. 

“Our goal is to ensure that 
no one in this province pays 
m »re for car insurance next 
year than they did in 1972.” 
Barrett told reporters, "and 
in many cases, we expect 
they’ll be paying less.” 

He liased the 22 per cent 
reduction figure on an 
average 11 per cent yearly 
increase over the two years 
from 1972 to 1974. 

For most drivers, he said, 
the government policy will 
mean simply that their in¬ 
surance bills will be the same

Flaming Jet 
Kills Six 


HANNOVER, West Ger¬ 
many (AP) — A Belgian Star- 
fighter jet aircraft exploded 
in flight Tuesday, killing six 
persons as the flaming fuse¬ 
lage plunged into a farm¬ 
house, West German authori¬ 
ties reported. 

A 15-year-old boy was blown 
through a house window and 
escaped without injury when 
the jet impacted on the dwell¬ 
ing outside the Lower Saxony 
village of Borwede, authori¬ 
ties said. 

Killed were the Belgian 
pilot; two adults and two chil¬ 
dren in the house, and a vol¬ 
unteer fireman who was 
buried when a house wall col¬ 
lapsed in flames. 

Another volunteer fireman 
was seriously injured as the 
wall toppled. 


Testing Stations 
Snowed Under 

VANCOUVER (CP) — City 
police have temporarily aban¬ 
doned plans to issue 525 tick¬ 
ets to motorists driving cars 
without a valid city test 
sticker. Traffic superin¬ 
tendent Doug McRae an¬ 
nounced Tuesday the plan 
has been cancelled because 
testing stations were operat¬ 
ing on short staff and could 
not cope with the hundreds of 
cars trying to beat the testing 
deadline. The deadline was 
midnight Tuesday. 


Fifteen Drown 

STILLS, Greece (Reuter) — 
Fifteen persons drowned 
when a bus swerved off a 
road and plunged into the sea 
near here, police said. Three 
of the 18 passengers were 
saved. 


Minister Donald Macdonald 
said Tuesday. 

Some parliamentarians 
have urged the federal gov¬ 
ernment to seize jurisdiction 
over the tar sands under a 
section of the British North 
America Act which gives Ot¬ 
tawa control over "works for 
the general advantage of Can¬ 
ada.” 

"That is definitely not, I re¬ 
peat not, in prospect.” Mac¬ 
donald said after the Calgary 
Herald reported the federal 
government had such a move 
under consideration. "It has 
not been considered.” 

"The federal government 
gave the western provinces 
responsibility for the develop¬ 
ment of their resources in 
1930 and I think they can con¬ 
tinue to administer their re¬ 
sources in accordance w'ith 
both local and national, ambi¬ 
tions. 

“We have no intention of 
taking over that responsi¬ 
bility,” the energy minister 
emphasized. 

The tar sands have a huge 
untapped potential estimated 
at some 300 billion barrels of 
oil, although only about 50 to 
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as in 1972 or lower. But for a 
few, a more complicated pro¬ 
cedure will have to be fol¬ 
lowed. 

It will involve those who 
have had special policies with 
insurance companies under 
which they paid less than reg¬ 
ular rates because of safe 
driving records, special driv¬ 
ing courses taken or other 
reasons. 

Their bills will be higher 
than in 1972 when calculated 
on the government’s standard 
system, Barrett said, but if 
they brought their 1972 re¬ 
ceipts into the government, 
their 1974 bills would be re¬ 
duced accordingly. 

There would be a "surpris¬ 
ing, welcome, very signifi¬ 
cant” reduction in rates for 
young people who have their 
own cars whom he felt had 
been charged unfairly high 
sums by private companies. 

Drivers who have had ac¬ 
cidents in the last few years 
but have not been convicted 
of driving offences will also 
enjoy sharp reductions in 
their rates, because everyone 
will start with a clean slate as 
far as accidents are con¬ 
cerned. - - 

This was necessary because 
insurance companies did not 
provide accident statistics to 
the government. 

Barrett said the administra¬ 
tive problems would arise be¬ 
cause the scheme was being 
put into effect quickly. 

The act setting up the gov¬ 
ernment monopoly insurance 
scheme was proclaimed last 
April and scheduled start on 
March 1. 

“I expect there will be 
many snafus, foul-ups and 
problems,” he said. "But I 
also expect the public will be 
tolerant. They're very under¬ 
standing people.”

Israel Holds On 
To Checkpoints

Israel refused to relinquish 
its checkpoints on the Cairo- 
Suez highway Tuesday and 
Premier Golda Meir declared 
she will not pull Israeli forces 
back to the Oct. 22 ceasefire 
lines as demanded by Egypt. 

The commander of United 
Nations peacekeeping forces, 
Finnish Maj.-Gen. Ensio *Sii- 
lasvuo, flew to Tel Aviv after 
a visit to a disputed check¬ 
point on the highway to Suez 
City. 

A *UN spokesman said 
Israelis had a fist fight Mon¬ 
day with UN peacekeepers 
trying to take over the check¬ 
point. The UN post was later 
permitted to remain, but an 
Israeli control point continued * 
in operation nearby. 

High Israeli officials said 
the Israeli checkpoints would 
he turned over the United 
Nations only simultaneously 
with a prisoner-of-war ex-- 
change. 'N 

Mrs. Meir, in a policy 
address to the Knesset (par¬ 
liament) in Jerusalem, de¬ 
clined to ihjII Israeli troops 
hack to their positions of Oct. 
22. when a UN ceasefire was 
first called. Instead she pro¬ 
posed that Lsraeli and Egyp¬ 
tian troops withdraw to the 
1967 Suez Canal lines.. 

This suggestion had been 
made before by the Israelis 
and would mean Egyptian 
withdrawal from the east 
bank of the Suez Canal at the 


same time Israel gfves up ter¬ 
ritory it occupied on the west 
bank during the October war. 

Egypt wants a return to the 
Oct. 22 line, claiming Israel 
grabbed a large chunk of 
Egyptian land between then 
and Oct. 24, when the cease¬ 
fire took hold. 


Return to the Oct. 22 lines 
was a key point in the Israeli- 
Egyptian truce agreement 
worked out by U.S. State Sec¬ 
retary Henry Kissinger. The 
accord provides that both 
sides should start immediate 
discussions to settle the ques¬ 
tion. 


Pipeline Bill Passes, 
Now Goes to Nixon 


WASHINGTON (CP) - The 
Alaska oil pipeline bill, con¬ 
troversial legislation that 
touched off sparks in both Ot¬ 
tawa and Washington during 
its stormy career, was passed 
80 to 5 by the United States 
Senate on Tuesday and sent to 
President Nixon for signature. 

It had been approved 361 to 
14 by the House of Represent¬ 
atives the day before. 

The bill authorizes private 
construction to begin immedi¬ 
ately on the 789-mile line from 
the North Slope oil reservoir 
to the ice-free supertanker 
port of Valdez. 

However, there were signs 
of problems ahead. *

ened to recommend a veto 
should the bill reach the 
White House with certain 
unrelated provisions attached. 

There was no indication late 
Tuesday whether the pres¬ 
ident would comply. Nixon 
has pressed urgently for the 
pipeline to go forward to help 
ease the U.S. energy crisis. 

Senator Henry Jackcon 
(Dem.-Wash.), leading pro¬ 
ponent of the bill in the senate 
said: “I hope and trust that 
the legislation to be placed on 
the president's desk will not 
be vetoed.” 

He wants construction to 
start by May, 1974, to finish in 
1977. 


Tlie action opened the way 
for t|ie United States, H it 
chooses, to sell i>ortions of its 
$10,487 billion gold^stbckpile 
on the open market. 

Under an agreement signed 
in Washington in March, 1968, 
the United States, Belgium, 
Germany, Italy. The Nether¬ 
lands, Switzerland and Britain 
agreed to buy and sell gold 
only for official monetary 
transactions by foreign cen¬ 
tral banks and only at the “of¬ 
ficial” rate of $35 an ounce. 
Two separate dollar devalua¬ 
tions have raised that price to 
$42.22- an ouqce. 

On the free market, where 
gold is traded like silver, soy¬ 
beans, coffee and other com¬ 
modities. the price is now 
around $100 an ounce. 

Because of this huge price 
gap, the two-tier system “no 
longer has any relevance to 
the actual world,” Bums said. 

“By a stroke of the pen.” 
the U.S. increased its gold 
assets by two-and-a-half times 
and sharply improved the 
value of the dollar, according 
to an economic adviser to 
President Nixon. The move 
could lead to the removal of 
wage and price controls. 

Pierre Rinfret, who has also 
served as an economic consul¬ 
tant to Lyndon Johnson, said 
the agreement means the U.S. 
and European governments 
“now recognize thaUihe true 
price of gold is $100 an 
ounce.” 

In Ottawa, baffled govern¬ 
ment si>okesmen would not 
even hazard a guess as to the 
implications of the decision. 

A spokesman for Finance 
Minister John Turner, after 
consultation with departmen¬ 
tal advisers said only, “we 
are studying implications of 
suspension of the pact.” 

External Affairs Minister 
Mitchell Sharp spoke only 
briefly with newsmen on the 
matter. 

“I really don’t know what a 
thing like this means,” Sharp 
said, noting that Canada was 
not a partner to the pact but 
had, like many other coun¬ 
tries, observed it. 

”1 suppose it means we can 
sell gold at $100 an ounce. It 
doesn’t have any intrinsic ef¬ 
fect,” he said, but added, 
“Does it?”

Westcoast 
Doubles 
Gas Price 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Westcoast Transmission Co. 
Ltd., sole transporter of natu¬ 
ral gas in British Columbia, 
announced Tuesday it was 
almost doubling the wholesale 
price of natural gas in the 
province. 

The company said that, re¬ 
troactive to Nov. 1, the whole¬ 
sale price charged natural 
gas distributors in the prov¬ 
ince is increased from the 
present average of 32 cents a 
thousand" cubic feet to 58 
cents. Export prices also will 
be increased. 

The company said it, along 
with the provincially-owned 
British Columbia Petroleum 
Corp., set up under legislation 
introduced at the fall session 
of the Legislature, was setting 
the new price in response to 
suggestion from the prov¬ 
ince's energy commission. 

The energy commission, 
after a series of public hear¬ 
ings, issued a report to the 
provincial government in Sep¬ 
tember which recommended 
setting up a crown corpora¬ 
tion to process and market 
gas in the province and said 
gas sold both in B.C. and for 
export was underpriced by 
about half its real value.

In Tokyo 

TOKYO (UPI) — State Sec¬ 
retary Henry Kissinger ar¬ 
rived in Tokyo today on the 
next-bo-last log of an a round- 
the-world journey that includ¬ 
ed a four-day trip to China 
and an historic peace mission 
to the Middle East. 

Kissinger, during his visit to 
Peking, assured Chinese lead¬ 
ers that regardless of political 
change in Washington, the im¬ 
provement of Sino-Americar\ 
relations remains a corner¬ 
stone of U.S. foreign policy. 

South Korea and the U.S. 
were scheduled to jointly an¬ 
nounce plans for Kissinger to 
stop in Seoul for five hours 
Friday before heading for 
Washington. 


U.S., Canada Have Reservations 


World Food Bank Plan Notv- Under Fire

ROME (CP) — There U 
glowing evidence that world 
action to counter future fam¬ 
ines through international 
food stockpiling system will 
be stymied by rich countries 
interested in protecting the 
well-being of farmers. 

U.S. Agricultural Secretary 
Earl Butz indicated Tuesday 
that the U.S. does not support 
having international food re¬ 
serves placed under control of 
a world body. 

For too many years, he told 
a news conference following 


Food and Agriculture Organi¬ 
zation (FAO) discussions, 
buyers have depended on 
large U.S. and Canadian 
stocks to tide them over in 
times of shortages. 

“It’s tirfteTfor the buying na¬ 
tions to assume responsibility 
for their own reserves," he 
said. 

Canada is expected to take 
a similar approach to an 
F AO-proposed world food 
bank when Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Eugene Whelan 
addresses the 130-country as¬ 
sembly today. 


Australia, another of the top 
grain-producing countries, 
was less specific, predicting 
that die plan would undergo 
vigorous debate because the 
implications are different for 
various countries. 

"The richer countries, 
whether producers or con¬ 
sumers, and including Austra¬ 
lia, will have to face putting 
resources into food storage, 
particularly grains, to offset 
fluctuations in seasons,” Aus¬ 
tralian Senator Ken Wriedt 
said. 

Butz agreed that food re¬ 


serves are necessary, but ar¬ 
gued that control over them 
must remain with individual 
countries. 

Both he and Whelan take 
the line that farmers will curb 
production if they are forced 
to build up surpluses that will 
eventually lead to lower 
prices. 

Butz told the conference 
that there is no reason why 
grain producing countries 
should overburden themselves 
with stocks in order to have 
enough to meet any potential 
international demand. 


Butz raised the possibility 
of American food blockades to 
Arab countries in retaliation 
for oil export curbs by those 
countries. 

He refused to go into detail 
at a news conference here, 
saying only, “We have not 
done that yet," when asked if 
the U.S. had considered using 
food as a weapon against the 
oil embargo. 

American observers said 
the matter was --probably 
raised, then dropped, because 
of the limited amounts of food 


that are sent to Arab coun¬ 
tries by the United States. 

Earlier, Canada took time 
out to reaffirm its financial 
commitment to the world food 
program at a ceremony 
marking its 10th anniversary. 

British Columbia added a 
$25,000 contribution to the 
roughly $34 million put in by 
Canada for this year and 
next. 

Canada is second only to 
the United States as a contrib¬ 
utor to the program which 
has distributed more than 
$1.19 billion in aid since 1363.

The Human Rights Act, if it.is to be abso¬ 
lutely meaningful, should guarantee a person 
tUx? right to .join or not to jjdn a union, 
organization, federation or what have you. 
And yet, ALL teachers must join, must pay 
the dues. 

There is one small out— a teacher may 
refuse -to join on something like conscientious 
objector grounds based on the religious be¬ 
liefs loophole in the new code. In case you 
wonder where I dug up this conscientious ob- 
jert>r bit, Prenlier Dave Barrett himself 
told me such objection would indeed be legal 
grounds for refusal to join a uni >n. 

But, of course, the dues must still be paid, 
which is also in serious conflict with the 
Human Rights Ad. That's force and a com¬ 
plete Human Rights Act should protect any 
citizen from such force or coercion. 

A most ridiculous example of the lack of 
teeth in the Human Rights Act came to light 
recently in Vancouver. A Vancouver woman, 
a hairdresser, was charged with and found 
guilty of, cutting a man's hair, which is 
evidently against the Barbers’ Act of our 
province. She was fined ten bucks for her 
crime. 

The Human Rights Act states something 
about no person being discriminated against 
because of sex, but the Barbers’ Act says a 
woman can’t cut a man's hair. Obviously the 
Barbers’ Act takes precedence over the 
Human Rights Act. 

The HRA can’t possibly be a democratic 
piece of legislation until such times as it 
outlaws the discrimination of foFce — until It 
gives complete protection to those (and re¬ 
member. this is a majority of our work 
force) who do not want to join unions and or 
pay union dues.

Britain Declares Crisis 


LONDON (CP) Britain 
has been hit by a double-bar¬ 
relled energy and credit 
squeeze, vvith Queen Elizabeth 
interrupting royal wedding 
festivities to sign a state of 
emergency proclamation in 
the face of dwindling fuel 
supplies. 

Armed with new powers. 
Prime Minister Heath ordered 
government departments and 
crown-owned industries to re¬ 
duce power and fuel consump¬ 
tion by 10 per cent. A clamp 
was imposed on display ad¬ 
vertising and flood-lighting. 
The public generally was 
urged to conserve gasoline 
and home heating oil. 

Credit was curbed with the 
Bank of England minimum 
lending rate pushed up to a 
record 13 per cent, up nearly 
two percentage points, while 
orders were issued to reduce 
money in circulation. 

Home Secretaary Robert 
Carr told the Commons Tues¬ 
day night the power situation 
constituted a threat to the es¬ 
sentials of life which forced 
the government to act.

Gcrhaiti Herzberg and Dennis Gabor agreed in interviews 
that a breakd *wn in civilization is likely if world givem- 
menis continue to ignore the signs of impeding chaos. 

Gabor. 73. of Britain. 1971 Nobel Prize winner for physics, 
said ihe economic belief (hat the world cannot go on except 
by continual growth "has brought us where we are today. It's 
a very dangerous point.” 

Herzberg, who came to Canada from Germany in 1934 
and worj the Nobel Prize in 1971 for chemistry, said perhaps 
more scientists should enter politics. 

Gabor said there were "only a very few years left” In 
which to find policies to ward off catastrophe. 

The United States had begun to understand the measure 
of the crisis by allocating $10 million for research Into devel¬ 
oping power from the sun, he said.

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An Urgent Quest 


'T’HOUGHTFUL PEOPLE will be watching with 
-1 considerable concern the continuing discus¬ 
sions in Rome of the United Nations Food and 
Agricultural Organization, which, many are begin¬ 
ning to believe, is the most important area of ac¬ 
tion for the world body and the one with the best 
prospect of success. 

Current talks concern world food supplies, the 
possibility of increasing productivity, particularly in 
the developing countries, and the feasibility of 
stockpiling. 

The United States’ Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl Butz told the conference — at which 130 na¬ 
tions, including Canada, are represented — that 
stockpiling was not necessarily the answer to re¬ 
curring world shortages. Hungry people can be pro¬ 
tected adequately, he said, through aid programs 
and free market production. _ 

But Mr. Butz’s argument is somewhat wea¬ 
kened by the experience in Africa this year where 
there were, and still are, in excess of 15 million, 
most of them children, starving because of drought 
in six relatively undeveloped nations, including 
Ethiopia, Chad, Niger and Mauretania. 

Since then, starvation conditions have devel¬ 
oped in Bangladesh. 

UN Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim has de¬ 
scribed the food outlook for next year as “omi- 
nousj” - 

The League of Red Cross Societies has warned 
“.... only governments with the help of the UN 


specialized agencies can hope to find a satisfactory 
long-term solution to the problem of human suffer¬ 
ing caused by drought.” 

Mr. Butz does not rule out of reach some sort 
of world pool to meet food shortages, but he clings 
to the economic theory that “only a system that 
encourages farmers to produce — and high market 
prices are currently supplying that incentive — 
will ensure enough food to go around.” 

That is not necessarily the case, and before the 
Rome conference is ended other nations will have 
offered their ideas — including Canada. 

It is entirely possible to relate to the Rome del- 
liberations the warnings of two eminent scientists 
in Toronto. Dr. Gerard Herzberg won the Nobel 
award for chemistry in 1971 and Dr. Dennis Gabor 
was the physics prize-winner in the same year. 
They are agreed that on its present course the 
world is approaching a new age of barbarisrh. 

What they are suggesting is that the time will 
come when nations which need their resources for 
their own survival will be unwilling to share them; 
and nations which have exhausted their own will 
be tempted to appropriate their neighbors’ in their 
extremity. 

Of all the woes that can drive humankind to 
desperation, hunger is one of the most compelling. 
Wise men should try to provide insurance against 
such risks and the Rome conference, and those to 
follow it, take on an urgent aspect in the circum¬ 
stances. 


Another Capitulation 


TT WAS A VICTORY for the federal New Demo- 
1 crats when Manpower Minister Robert Andras 
announced the government’s withdrawal of its bill 
to curb abuses of unemployment insurance. The bill 
had been as good as dead anyway, left to perish of 
neglect. Mr. Andras merely removed the corpse, to 
the desk-thumping pleasure of the New Democrats.’ 
And once again Canadians will pay the price of a 
minority government depending on the NDP to 
keep it in power. 

This was certainly not a victory for the tax¬ 
payers. The employer-employee contributions are 
supposed to finance unemployment insurance as 
long as the unemployment rate is no more than 4 
per cent of the work force; beyond that the taxpay¬ 
ers take over. The rate has been running around 6 
per cent. 

It was not a victory, either, for the employers 
and employees contributing to the funds. The min¬ 
ister also announced increases in their contribu¬ 
tions to make up for deficit of half a billion dollars 
in the employer-employee account by the end of 
this year. 

Everyone will pay more because of those who 
take undue advantage of a very generous unem¬ 
ployment insurance plan. 

When he introduced the bill to reduce abuse 
last January, Mr. Andras predicted it would save 
the taxpayers $100 million annually. It would have 


cut off unemployment benefits for pereons quitting 
work without just cause, or getting fired for mis¬ 
conduct, or refusing to take suitable and available 
jobs without just cause. 

The minister said the bill probably was not 
as tough as many might have expected; that he 
was nervous about over-reacting. The govern¬ 
ment wanted “to be damn sure . . . there is no 
ripoff.” 

But now, ten months later, Mr. Andras tries to 
assure the country that there is no longer a need 
for the legislation because increasing administra¬ 
tive vigilance is weeding out the abusers of the sys¬ 
tem. There also will be stepped-up information pro¬ 
gram and interviewing in which claimants will be 
reminded of their rights and obligations. 

Those who would have been disqualified by the 
bill from receiving benefits, however, will still be 
qualified, and it is safe to predict that the ripoff 
by persons jobless of their own volition will con¬ 
tinue. 

Conservatives in the House of Commons have 
been calling for a detailed study of unemployment 
and the operations of the Unemployment Insurance 
Commission. The strange fact that unemployment 
has been rising when job openings have been be¬ 
coming much more numerous lends urgency to the 
demand. 


Watergate and World Relations 


Concern about Watergate's 
impact on world affairs is 
growing, according to a Chris¬ 
tian Science Monitor survey. 

It is not that any of the 
world’s governments are 
worried about America’s mili¬ 
tary power being weakened. 
And only a few capitals (Sai¬ 
gon and Phnom Penh, for in¬ 
stance) are worried that Pres¬ 
ident Nixon’s will to use that 
power has grown any less de¬ 
termined. 

What many leading of¬ 
ficials overseas are be¬ 
coming worried about, howev¬ 
er — quietly but seriously and 
in growing numbers — is the 
. White House’s judgment, its 
ability to make fully balanced 
decisions. 

Concern is greatest among 
America’s closest friends and 
neighbors — Britain, conti¬ 
nental Europe, Canada. But 
under an outward official 
calm It spreads much farther 
- to the Arab world. Iran. 
Turkey, Greece, and on 
across Asia to Japan, In¬ 
dochina, and perhaps even 
Peking. 

A Canadian opinion, which 
appears to reflect the private 
view of senior officials, is that 
there are indications that 
"events at home have im¬ 
paired the judgment of Nixon 
and his advisers.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Britain’s former chancellor 
of the exchequer, Roy Jen¬ 
kins, became the first senior 
European statesman to bring 
out into the open what many 
Europeans have been saying 
among themselves. 

He said that unless Water¬ 
gate "is decisively resolved in 
the n^xt few months in a way 
that restores international 
faifh in the presidency, the 
decline of the age of Ameri- ' 
can world leadership is likely 
to be, hot hn orderly move¬ 
ment to a new balance . . . 
but a collapse which will 1 m* 
ns humiliating for the United 
States as it \yill be dangerous 
to the rest of the world.” 

Not just Watergate pro¬ 
duced this kind of reaction. 

It was the double impact of 
Washington’s do-it-alone poli¬ 
cy In the Middle East — in¬ 
cluding the alert of U.S. troop* _ 


— and the lingering suspicion 
that the two are connected. 

•French officials who once 
thought Watergate’s impact 
to be limited now are holding 
their breath. This mounting 
concern has spurred Pres¬ 
ident Pompidou to promote ef¬ 
forts for a common European 
foreign policy more indepen¬ 
dent of the United States and 
its nuclear umbrella. 

Anxiety is growing, too, in 
Asian capitals like Saigon and 
Tokyo, where there also is- 
heavy dependence on US. 
military might. But here the 
anxiety is that the U.S. may 
become, or appear to become, 
more rather than lfess cau¬ 
tious. 

★ * ★ 

Saigon fears Watergate Is 
one more rope tying Mr. Nix¬ 
on’s hands so that he will not 
be able to give the kind of 
military support he has in the 
I*asl. Tokyo is disturbed that 
the overall "deterrent effect” 
of American power may be 
weakened by prolonged presi¬ 
dential crisis. 

It was the Middle East ac¬ 
tion that also apparently 
caused the Russians to take a 
second look at Watergate. The 
Soviet-press began taking off 
the lief on Watergate news, 
giving the public Its first hint 
of the seriousness of Pres¬ 
ident Nixon’s domestic trou¬ 
bles, including the possibility 
of impeachment. 

Although the Kremlin didn’t 
come out and say that the 
president’s armed forces alert 
was an attempt to divert pub¬ 
lic attention from Watergate, 
its controlled press simply 
quoted American and British 
newspapers to that effect — 
under the headline, "justifia¬ 
ble skepticism.” 

Justifiable or not, there Is 
skepticism In Moscow at the 
president’s actions under the 
strain of Watergate. Kremlin 
faith in the. White House as a 
detente partner was clearly 
shaken. 

In Eastern Europe, a senior 
official admitted, "things like 
the U.S. alert and the naval 
buildup (in the Indian Ocean) 
make us uneasy and start us 
asking ourselves inside: ‘Can 
Nixon hold out? And if not, 
what then?’ ” 

But East bloc countries and 


INixon opponents are not the 
oftly ones to suspect a link be¬ 
tween Washington’s Middle 
East alert and desire to avert 
attention from its domestic 
troubles. It is a view held in 
varying degrees from Damas¬ 
cus to London. 

A roundup of further Water¬ 
gate reactions reported by 
Monitor correspondents fol¬ 
lows: 

CANADA — Most Canadian 
politicians and bureaucrats 
studiously avoid making pub¬ 
lic declarations about Water¬ 
gate. 

“It’s like kicking them 
when they’re down,” one man 
explains. "And right now-, 
America Is down.” 

Nevertheless, many Canadi¬ 
an officials are alarmed. 
Wrote one knowledgeable na¬ 
tional columnist: "Our official 
thinking, unofficially 
expressed, appears to be that 
Nixon overreacted to the pos¬ 
sibility of Soviet intervention 
in the Middle East, and he did 
so for domestic political rea¬ 
sons.” 

BRITAIN — There is "sym¬ 
pathetic anxiety” here for the 
White House’s predicament, 
but also some blunt language, 
especially from the opposition 
parties. 

Roy Jenkins declared pub¬ 
licly: "Watergate and its as- 
s o <? i a t e d extravaganzas 
means that it is impossible to 
tell whether any statement 
that comes out of the White 
House is or is not a lie.” 

★ * ★ 

Harold Wilson, British op¬ 
position leader, has called the 
Nixon decision to alert Ameri¬ 
ca’s nuclear forces without 
consulting his allies "an out¬ 
rage” and "a grave derelic¬ 
tion of duty.” 

FRANCE — French of¬ 
ficials are extremely cir¬ 
cumspect in their comments 
on Watergate. No prominent 
figure even in the opposition 
has come out with the kind of 
outburst personally attacking 
President Nixon that Britain's 
Mr. Jenkins indulged in. But 
in private, official sources 
here are concerned not with 
the morality of the Pres¬ 
ident's position on Watergate, 
but with its effect on his abili¬ 
ty to conduct foreign affairs. 


WEST GERMANY — 
"Business in the U.S. goes on 
as usual ... as if there was 
no Watergate,” noted a high 
official in Bonn in possibly a 
slightly surprised tone. "The 
president gives no impression 
of being a lame duck.” 

As proof, the source re¬ 
ferred to Mr. Nixon’s forceful 
-perhaps too forceful — han¬ 
dling of the clash with the So¬ 
viet Union over the Middle 
East. 

But speaking of concern for 
the United States sometimes 
aroused by the Watergate af¬ 
fair, Chancellor Brandt repor¬ 
tedly told a colleague: "I 
have full confidence in the vi¬ 
tality of these people and 
their government. They will 
survive this. They are much 
too big. They have gone 
through worse.” 

★ * * 

MIDDLE EAST — Govern¬ 
ment officials on both Arab 
and Israeli sides of the recent 
Mid-East war are anxious not 
to publicly air their apprehen 
sions about the weakening of 
President Nixon at home be¬ 
cause they want U.S. support. 

But this has not prevented 
Arab officials in private, and 
newspapers in the Arab 
world, Iran, Turkey, Greece, 
and to a lesser extent Israel, 
from asserting that Watergate 
and its related scandals have 
(indeed seriously weakened the 
decision and policy - making 
power of the White House. 

In both Saigon and Phnom 
Penh, rightly or wrongly, gov¬ 
ernment leaders tend to see 
Watergate as a factor con¬ 
tributing to delays ami cuts in 
U.S. economic and military 
assistance.

Question 
Of Survival 

Historically, the govern¬ 
ment’s new agriculture act 
must stand as evidence of 
good Intent. Putting politics 
aside we are all, as citizens, 
forced to consider soberly the 
propositions put forward at 
this time; these are essential¬ 
ly: the preservation of those 
food resources necessary to 
sustain, in a continuing form 
the succeeding generations, 
and to make sure that such 
priority of governmental pur¬ 
pose remain intact. The land 
is, and must remain, basically 
the most important thing in 
all our lives; we can and do 
live almost anywhere oh it, 
tout it is certain also that we 
cannot grow food on all parts 
of it. 

In order to achieve a bal¬ 
ance between an ever-increas¬ 
ing population and a diminish¬ 
ing natural resource, steps 
are finally being taken firmly 
to obtain the first, and also to 
remedy the second. If too 
many of us are too blind, or 
bigoted, to see the practical 
sense of this long over-due 
legislation, if we continue to 
think and do business as 
usual, if we cannot as the say¬ 
ing goes, see the forest for the 
trees, then the poverty of our 
philosophy deserves to die, as 
it will, amid the ruins of a na¬ 
tion too stupid to feed itself. 

Within measurable time the 
Americans will be concerned 
with their own food supply, 
their stocks also are far from 
unlimited; the depletion and 
impoverishment of their 
growing areas increases; wa 


delude ourselves if we think 
otherwise and, as in the en¬ 
ergy crisis now impending, 
self-preservation is still the 
strongest force. It should be 
clear to all thinking people 
that the time of speculation in 
any and all arable land is at 
an end if we are to provide a 
future at all for our children; 
there are still vast areas that 
do not qualify as farmland, 
and the reallocation and/or re¬ 
zoning of these parts for 
building can and should be 
carried forward without 
delay. 

Food is essential. It is also 
still the biggest tax-free bar¬ 
gain in the country. Let us for 
a change think about doing 
without the non-essentials, get 
back to a base of survival pri¬ 
ority and again recognize the 
importance of the land and 
those who work on it. If we 
fail, either through error, mis- 
judgment or political expen- 
diency to carry through this 
socially important legislation, 
whether by omission or com¬ 
mission we retard it further, 
that is up to us. One thing for 
sure, failure will mean a ne¬ 
gation and a denial of ell that 
went before, the pioneering 
here in the early days and the 
fighting and the dead of two 
world wars.

South Africa 
Blacklist 

A recent report in the news¬ 
paper stated that Attorney- 
General Macdonald sympa¬ 
thized with “the cause of a 
group seeking to remove all 
South African and Portuguese 
products from B.C. liquor 
store shelves, and promised 
cabinet consideration of its re¬ 
quest.” The alleged reason for 
the proposed blacklist is "the 
repression practised by the 
governments of those coun¬ 
tries against African blacks.” 
The group pressuring for this 
action is sponsored by the Ca¬ 
nadian branch of the Oxford 
Committee for Famine Relief 
lOxfam.) 

It is difficult to see the con¬ 
nection between famine and 
the nebulous term "repres¬ 
sion”; it also requires a con¬ 
siderable stretching of one’s 
credulity to understand why 
an organization supposedly 
dedicated to aiding famine 
victims is concerned about 
tiie origin of products in a 
liquor store. Nevertheless the 
intrepid attorney-general 
sympathizes with the cause. 
Is it possible that he is so 
uninformed that he does not 
know that similar allegations 
have been disproved each 
time they have been charged? 

Charges of forced labor 
against Portugal’s African 
provinces were refuted by a 
board of the United Nations’ 
ILX) lawyers in 1963 and again 
in 1971. Neither has South 
Africa ever employed forced 
labor. Rather than repressing 
Negroes, these two nations 
have raised the standard of 
living of black Africans to a 
point that far exceeds any 
other country on the conti¬ 
nent. 

All of southern Africa Is 
open to foreign journalists 
and others who wish to visit; 
the governments there have 
nothing to hide. The same, 
however, cannot be said of ei¬ 
ther Russia or Communist 
China. In both of these coun¬ 
tries slave labor is a brutal 
fact of life. It is curious that 
neither Mr. Macdortald nor 
Oxfam have seen fit to black¬ 
list products from these two 
countries, but rather have en¬ 
couraged trade with them.

Britains Role Tested in Crisis 


A recent Gallup poll found 
that a majority of Americans 
— 55 per cent —■ had never 
even heard of the EEC, the 
European Economic Commu¬ 
nity. otherwise known as the 
Common Market. Quite a lot 
of Britons, who remain ada¬ 
mantly opposed to Britain’s 
membership, would prefer 
never to have heard of it ei¬ 
ther. But, in fact, it’s much 
too important an element on 
the world scene for anyone lo 
ignore. 

Just how important 
whether it is growing, ns 
some people hoped or feared, 
into a new coherent super¬ 
power, with economic and po¬ 
litical weight equivalent to 
that of the United States and 
Ihe Soviet Union — is a sub¬ 
ject for debate and for con¬ 
stant observation, whether ap^ 
prehensive or eager. 


And what (if the edneept is 
valid) will be the relationship 
between this new Western su¬ 
perpower and the old one? So 
far there’s been more squab¬ 
bling than co-operation — 
over trade, over monetary 
policy and now, during the

Mid-East crisis, over defence. 

The effect of Britain’s entry 
has been seriously tested, for 
Ihe first time, by this crisis. 
And the result seems, to 
many commentators on both 
sides of the Atlantic, disturb¬ 
ing. 

Winston Churchill hoped, 
and General dc Gaulle feared, 
that Britain's role would be to 
provide a link between 
Europe and the United States, 
ensuring that their strengths 
were added together, not di¬ 
vided against one another 
Unhappily, nothing of the sort 
seems to have happened. 

Instead of trying to reepn- 
cile American and European 
policy, Britain, from her new 
position inside the European 
camp, failed to give the 
United States the support 
which would have been forth¬ 
coming before. 

Indeed, by refusing oto let 
American aircraft^ use the, 
main RAF base at Akrotiri in 
Cyprus, Britain, according to 
one official, positively "rolled 
barrels in'oar way.” 

It would be comforting to 
believe that these apparently 


conflicting policies had, In re¬ 
ality, been worked out and co¬ 
ordinated behind the scenes in 
NATO, or between Washing¬ 
ton, on the one hand, and the 
governments of Europe, on 
the other. A case could have 
'been made for deliberately al¬ 
lowing the United States to 
bear the burden of openly 
helping Israel, while Europe, 
in order to protect NATO's oil 
supply and as a counter to So¬ 
viet influence, tried to keep 
some doors open to the Arabs. 


But, of course, there was no 
such agreed strategy. Nor 
could there have been. The 
European Community has not 
achieved, nor does it show 
any immediate sign of achiev¬ 
ing, the necessary degree of 
political solidarity. As Dr. 
Kissinger told a group of Eu¬ 
ropean parliamentarians who 
happened to visit' Washington 
shortly after the Mid-East 
ceasefire, "What concerns us 
is that for two weeks, while 
the United States had to make 
significant decisions, the Eu¬ 
ropeans acted as though the 


alliance did not exist and 
seemed more interested in 
gaining marginal (individual 
advantages than in cooperat¬ 
ing with the United States.” 

This sad performance was 
foreshadowed by the Europ¬ 
ean Community’* un¬ 
willingness, or inability, earl¬ 
ier this year, to respond in 
any worthwhile fashion to 
President Nixon’s call to re¬ 
vivify and rethink the al¬ 
liance. 

Some British opponents of 
the EEC have always warned 
that anti-Americanism was 
the one thing which the na¬ 
tions of Europe had in com¬ 
mon, and that, by joining the 
EEC, Britain rather than 
helping to cure it would be in¬ 
fected by it. 

This is an exaggeration but 
not wholly false. Mending the 
ominously flawed relationship 
between Europe, including 
Britain, and the United States 
is peitiaps the most urgent 
task now facing the Western 
world: not for sentimental 
reasons, but for the very 
same reason why the alliance 
was created in the first place 
— that the security of every 
nation involved depends on ft.

Lotteries: Little Impact on Government Income 


Th«* lymbol for New Jer- 
iey’« iUite-opemted lottery is 
a four-leaf olover, and to the 
people who fork over 50 cents 
a ticket the promise is of in¬ 
stant wealth. 

"Buy tickets today," read 
the newspaper ads. "You 
could be in clover tomorrow.*' 
And posters by the cash regis¬ 
ters in restaurants urge, 
"Use your change for lucky 
lottery tickets, sold at this. 
counter." 

But a survey of state lot¬ 
teries in the North-East, their 
UOth century birthplace, in¬ 
dicates that the dream-laden 
pot at the end of the raibow 
remains just as elusive as 
ever, both for the states wid 
most of their residents. 

The survey shows: 

• Lotteries are an unsta¬ 
ble source of money which 
require constant promotion 
and variation to sustain public 
interest and have little mean¬ 
ingful impact on a state’s 
total income. 

• They have made vir¬ 
tually no inroads on illegal 
gambling, as proponents 
claimed they wbud, and may, 
in fact, have created a paral¬ 
lel set of gamblers instead. 

• The cost of administra- 
tkai is excessively high in 
comparison with other, and 
more conventional, forms of 
taxes, t 

Nevertheless, since New 
Hampshire thumbed its nose 
at the Puritan ethic 10 years 
ago and became the first 
state in the 1900s to make the 
lottery respectable, seven 
other states have gone into 
the lottery business in search 
of a sugar-coated way to 
raise revenue. 

New York was the second 
state* following New Hamp¬ 
shire by three years. New 
Jersey began operations in 
1971 with a fast-paced system 
offering cheaper tickets, big¬ 
ger payouts and morfe fre¬ 
quent drawings. 

In i9t2, Connecticut, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Massachusetts and 
Michigan adopted lotteries 
patterned after New Jersey, 
and Maryland followed in 
May of this year. (On Tues¬ 
day Maine voters approved a 
state lottery.) 

“It may not be," said a 
pharmacist from New Britain, 
Conn., "a very noble way 
for states to raise money, but 
what the hell. Everybody is 
doing it, so why shouldn’t 
Connecticut get its share." 

So, pertiaps with the phar¬ 
macist's rationale in mind, at 
least 15 other states, including 
California, are actively pursu¬ 
ing plans to legalize lotteries 
as a means of raising a little 
easy money and, they hope, 
dertting organized crime. 

And the idea is spreading in 
Canada, too. 

If the results have been less 
than spectacular in the 
present lotteiy states, howev¬ 
er, public acceptance has 
been just the opposite. The 
lotteries undeniably are popu¬ 
lar. Opposition to Utttn has all 
but disappeared. 

The Futures Group, a Glas¬ 
tonbury, Conn., management 
consulting firm which has 
spent the last five months 
studying the socio-economic 
impact of lotteries for the Na¬ 
tional Science Foundation, 
may have the answer. 

"People are willing to risk 
a small amount of money 
on tfie slight probability erf 
gaining a larger amount 
which they otherwise could 
have no chance of obtaining," 
said David Weinstein of Fu¬ 
tures Group. 

“The average working man 
has little choice of invest¬ 
ment^," said Weinstein, “so 
the astronomical odds on his 
winning a lottery prize are 
not too important in influenc¬ 
ing his purchase of a ticket." 

New Hampshire until 1970 
had a referendum on its lot¬ 
tery every two years, but the 
pro-lottery vote that year was

Lottery money produces 
less than 1 per cent of New 
York’s total tax revenues. 

New Jersey’s prime objec¬ 
tives when it started a lottery 
in 1971 were to generate reve¬ 
nue for education and state 
institutions, cut Into organized 
crime and, according to exec¬ 
utive director Ralph F. Batch, 
“provide entertainment for 
those who wanted to flirt with 
lady luck.” 

The flirtation for Uie lop 


weekly prize of $50,000 is at 
odds of about a million to one. 

Learning a lesson from New 
Hampshire and New York, 
New Jersey estimated its rev¬ 
enues on the low side. Conse¬ 
quently, the lottery in its first 
18 months produced about $4.7 
million more than state of¬ 
ficials had told the public to 
expect. 

But tiie inevitable decline 
set in. After a high of $60 
million last year, the total for 
the 12 months that ended June 
30 of this year was $56.7 mil¬ 
lion, a little more than 3 per 
cent of the state’s total tax 
revenues. 

Generally, the states now 
pay back to winners 40 per 
cent to 45 per cent of gross 
lottery revenues and take 40 
to 45 per cent for state uses. 
The balance goes toward ad¬ 
ministration, including adver¬ 
tising and promotion and 
commissions to stores, bars, 
news vendors, restaurants 
and other outlets that dis¬ 
pense tickets. 

Administration costs range 
from a high of about 17 per 
cent in New Hampshire to 
about 10 per cent in New Jer¬ 
sey, whereas the cost of ad¬ 
ministration to collect the 
average tax is less than 1 per 
cent of gross revenues. 

One of the major argumenuts 
by lottery opponents, of 
course, is that the lottery rep¬ 
resents a regressive form of 
taxation because of its appeal 
to the ^oor or lower income 
groups. But most surveys 
don’t substantiate this. 

Although all income groups 
participate to some degree, the 
lotteries have not penetrated 
the poorer areas in most 
cities, and the larger appeal 
seems to be to the middle 
class buyer—the working man 
or woman with a high school 
education and an annual sal- 
a r y somewhere between 
$7,500 and $15,000. 

More than 500,000 tickets 
are sold weekly, for intance, 


In New Jersey's Bergen 
County, a bedroom communi¬ 
ty for New York City where 
the average family income is 
around $17,000 a year. 

But despite the questionable 
success of the lotteries, a 
spinoff effect from them has 
been to precipitate a drive for 
legalizing other forms of gam¬ 
bling, everything from sports 
betting to casinos. 

In New York and New Jer¬ 
sey. for example, resort areas 
in the Catskills and along the 
coast, including Atlantic City, 
believe casinos would pump 
new life into their economies. 

New Hampshire’s powers 
believe legalized gambling in 
all forms is going to spread 
“like a tidal wave” across the 
country. That remains to be 
seen. 

Still, Emanual Gant, a 
Mathematica official, may 
have had something when he 
candidly said in a recent re¬ 
view: 

“Lotteries don’t solve much 
of anything. They’re not going 
to solve major (revenue) 


problems. But the public vegy 
happily accepts them when 
the money goes for a good 

use. 

“Any any politician is going 
to look favorably on a system 


where the public is not terri¬ 
bly upset with giving him 
money. rify*. 

“The question is, do you 
have need for the revenue?"

Who Needs Suez Canal?

Economic Benefit Would Be Dubious 


On a bright November norn- 
ing in I860, the French ship 
Aigle was the centre of world 
attention as it nosed out of 
Port Said in the Eastern Med¬ 
iterranean to carry the 
Empress Eugenie of France 
on the first official voyage 
throught the newly-dug Suez 
canal. 

Its opening was heralded as 
one of the great achievements 
of the 19th century. Giuseppl 
Verdi, the composer, was 
moved to write the opera 
Aida in commemoration. A 
year of celebration was de¬ 
clared throughout the Arab 
world. Trading states greeted 
it ecstatically as an invalu¬ 
able catalyst to world com¬ 
merce. 

But more than 100 years 
later, the waterway is idle, 
strewn with the wreckage of a 
score of sunken ships and 
lined by the hostile armies of 
Israel and Egypt. 

The canal bas been unused 
since the ship® were first sunk 
by the Egyptians during the 
1967 Anab-Israeli war in an ef¬ 
fort to prevent movement 
between the Mediterranean 
and Red Sea and to bring 
pressure on the West to farce 
a settlement. 

Its possible opening, howev¬ 
er, has again become a sub¬ 
ject of wide international in¬ 
terest with new Egyptian 
offers to clear the canal as 
part of any over-all peace set¬ 
tlement.

But while such a prospect 
might have dazzled interna¬ 
tional oil companies and ship¬ 
ping concerns several years 
ago, its economic benefit now 
would be dubious. Shipping 
experts and publirtied statis¬ 
tics indicate that the pattern 
of world freight movements— 
especially in oil — have been 
changing dramatically and 
the importance of the canal 
has rapidly diminished. 

The countries which would 
gain most from an opening of 
the waterway would be those 
at the eastern end of the Med¬ 
iterranean — Italy, Austria, 
Yugoslavia and Romania. 

Before 1967, for example, 
Italy took two-thirds of all its 
imported oil via the canal and 
more than one-tenth of the 
country’s total trade was de¬ 
pendent on this route. The 
canal’s closure was also a 
crippling blow to the aspira¬ 
tions of Genoa and Trieste to 
become major ports. 

To combat the loss of the 
canal route, most major ship¬ 
ping comanies in other areas, 
however, began building huge 
supertankers to carry oil from 
the Persian Gulf along the al¬ 
ternative, and much longer 
route around the Cape of 
Good Hope. 

Even before 1967, a signifi¬ 


cant part of oil traffic — 
about 10 per cent — had 
slipped away from the canal 
to the Cape in the larger 
tankers. 

As it exists, the canal can 
accommodate any tanker up 
to 45,000 tons deadweight and 
drawing up to 38 feet. Vessels 
up to 60,000 tons would be 
able to use it if they were 
only partially loaded. 

But ships of tills size now 
constitute only 30 per cent of 
the world tanker fleet and 
among the remaining 70 per 
cent, some vessels range to a 
size of 215,000 tons dead¬ 
weight. 

Experts estimate the cost of 
enlarging the canal to a size 
where it could handle all 
existing vessels at roughly $1 
billion. Even this enlargement 
would not enable it to keep up 
with the steady expansion in 
vessel size. Construction of a 
second canal to take the 
larger ships as generally con¬ 
sidered unrealistic. 

The cost of simply reopen¬ 
ing the existing waterway 
would be at least $250 million, 
experts contend, implying 
that the tolls which Egypt 
would have to charge to cover 
the cost from a relatively-

small amount of traffic would 
be fairly exhorbitant. 

The pressure for high tolls 
would be intensified by the 
fact that Egypt would lose the 
$252 million annual compensa¬ 
tory subsidies which it has 
received from other Arab 
states since 1967. 

Some political observers 
contend that a canal opening 
would have strategic impor- 
tance to the Soviet Union be¬ 
cause it would enable it to 
move forces easily through 
the Mediterranean and into 
the oil-rich Persion Gulf as 
well as the Indian Ocean. But 
most agree Soviet leaders 
probably do not attach crucial 
importance to this.

OTTAWA (CP) — Employ¬ 
ment climbed strongly in Can¬ 
ada last month and Finance 
Minister John Turner told the 
Commons it is an indication 
the economy is operating 
nearly full blast. 

The total of employed Cana¬ 
dians rose 84.000 to 8.882.000 
in what Statistics Canada 
called a •‘substantial'' in¬ 
crease, while the national un¬ 
employment rate dropped to 
5.8 per cent of the labor force 
from 6 per cent the month 
before. 

The actual number of jo¬ 
bless workers edged up 8.000 
to 429.000 but Statistics Cana¬ 
da figured it as a 22.000 de¬ 
cline when normal seasonal 
factors are considered. 

Asked by Opposition Leader 
Kobert Stanfield why so many 
were unemployed if the econ¬ 
omy is operating near capaci¬ 
ty, Turner said the difficulty 
is in matching the labor sup¬ 
ply to the jobs available. 

The Statistics . Canada re¬ 
port showed that the October 
rise in jobs occurred in On¬ 
tario. Quebec and British Co¬ 
lumbia . while there were 
slight declines in the Atlantic 
and Prairie regions. 'The At¬ 
lantic jobless rate climbed to 
9.7 from 8.7. 

Harshest cnlicLsm of gov¬ 
ernment policy was voiced by 
Conservative MP John Lun- 
drigan of dander-Twillingate. 
who said things will get even 
worse if an expected shortage 
of imported oil cuts power to 
factories. 

"When the freeze on oil 
prices comes off in February, 
we can expect massive in¬ 
creases in oil and gasoline 
prices," Lundrigan said. 

"This may mean that In 
many areas of the country, 
and especially in Canada’s 
less-advantaged areas, prod¬ 
uct demand will be killed, 


plants will have to cut back 
on production and more 
workers will be laid off." 

The October job gain and 
unemployment decline were 
spread among all main age 
and sex groups. Statistics 
Canada said. F 
t In the key breadwinner 
group of married men aged 25 
to 54, there was a 27,000 rise 
in jobs after virtually no 
change the previous six 
months, it said. 

"There was a large In¬ 
crease. 82.-000, in the seasonal¬ 
ly-adjusted employment level 
for full-time workers." an¬ 
other indication of economic 
strength, and a slight decline 
of 9.000 in part-time workers, 
the report said. 

Among the provinces, un¬ 
employment rates declined or 
remained unchanged in all ex¬ 
cept Newfoundland, where the 
rate rose to 13.6 from 12.1 per 
cent, and New Brunswick, 


where it. went up to 10.2 from 
7.4 per cent.

Island was unavailable.

60 billion barrels can be reco¬ 
vered with the present, expen¬ 
sive technology. 

Synthetic crude oil from the 
sands is expected to meet a 
large portion of Canadian oil 
needs by the 1980s. 

On another issue in the en¬ 
ergy crisis, Macdonald said 
some oil may be shipped from 
Vancouver to eastern Canada 
by the Panama Canal to fffeet 
the expected oil shortage this 
winter in eastern Canada. 

Whether this was done 
would depend on "the cost 
and availability of tankers,” 
he added, however. 

The minister estimated that 
between 35,000 and 50,000 bar¬ 
rels per day could be pumped 
through the Trans-Mountain 
Pipeline from Alberta to Van¬ 
couver and shipped by tanker 
to the East.

(AP) — Whatcom County 
commissioners have endorsed 
a proposed 1,880-acre private 
recreational development on 
this tiny U.S. peninsula in 
Georgia Strait. 

* William Converse, one of 
the commissioners, also an¬ 
nounced the beginning of a 
statewide petition drive op¬ 
posing a 3,000-square-mile in¬ 
ternational recreation and 
conservation area that would 
include Point Roberts. 

The commissioners met 
Sunday with about 120 resi¬ 
dents of the six-square-mile 
peninsula that is surrounded 
by the strait on three sides 
and British Columbia on the 
fourth.

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‘High Schools Should Graduate Adults 


Greater Victoria schools 
should be graduating adults, 
not children, trustee Dr. Phi¬ 
lip Nep told the instruction- 
curriculum committee meet¬ 
ing of Greater Victoria school 
board Tuesday night. 

"What kind of people are 
we graduating?" he asked, 
adding that "we are graduat¬ 
ing children," people who 
cannot relate as adults to 
teachers. 

He said later that, "as long 
as we are authoritarian to 


children, they will remain 
children. We should give stu¬ 
dents more authority and let 
them take democratic respon¬ 
sibility." 

His remarks came in dis¬ 
cussion of a memorandum 
from K. J. Bickmore, assis¬ 
tant to the principal of Oak 
Bay high school, on future 
programming possibilities. 

It was discussed as the first 
contribution from the school 
to what will be a subject of 
committee concern with five- 
year curriculum projections 


as they relate to five-year 
planning scheduled for educa¬ 
tional and building priorities. 

Bickmore said the present 
system of education may be 
divided into twq broad cate¬ 
gories or dimensions — aca¬ 
demic and technical — He 
said both dimensions pro¬ 
duced elitist groups while the 
need for semi-skilled labor 
falls off. 

What is needed he said, is 
a third dimensi >n — the hu¬ 
manist dimension, to prepare 


students to take their places 
in society as literate, compe¬ 
tent. humane people. 

The idea was strongly sup¬ 
ported by trustees. Daphne 
Temple said, "This is what 
I’ve wanted ever since I've 
been a trustee." She added 
that students who graduated 
without the third dimension 
had a "limited scope". 

.The meeting was attended 
by Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly who had earlier spent 


the day touring schools in the 
district. 

She told trustees she had 
been "most impressed with 
the classroom situation "she 
had seen" and the "thought 
and deliberation that goes into 
board discussion." 

During board discussion, 
student representative Fraser 
Syme told the committee 
there w*as a tendency for stu¬ 
dents to want to remain under 
the protection of the school, 
instead of getting out into the 
cold world. 


Asked by committee chair¬ 
man, trustee Lavinia Green¬ 
wood if this meant they would 
stay in school as long as pos¬ 
sible to avoid the world, 
Syme said that was the atti¬ 
tude he found in many cases. 

Trustee Harold Knight said 
"We have to give students a 
better idea of life skills. I’d 
like to see the sculpture or the 
artist or the poet get scholar¬ 
ships, or the person who is 
making a scientific study." 


Trustee William Ross said 
he would like to see the size 
of schools taken into consider¬ 
ation in studies of curriculum 
projection. Good teachers 
should be encouraged and in¬ 
competent teachers "shipped 
out”. 

Mrs. Temple recommended 
instruction in such things as 
health care, nutrition, vi¬ 
tamins. family planning, how 
to buy a car and how to buy a 
house. 


Board chairman Peter Bunn 
said consumer education is of 
great importance. "With 
youngsters in high school 
being of legal age, and with 
thousands approaching legal 
age," it w-as an absolute 
necessity to provide consumer 
education. 

Bunn said that many stu¬ 
dents, after 12 years of educa¬ 
tion, haven’t any idea of how 
government works, at local, 
provincial or federal levels, 
and instruction on this should 
also be included. 


A Rotten Idea! - Anderson

• One of the aldermanic candidates (he 
didn’t want his name mentioned) said later 
to reporters he almost stayed home and he 
wished he had.

• The meeting dragged on for almost 
two hours. 

• When it w'as all over and this story 
was being written, Scott phoned the Colonist 
newsroom and said he "almost forgot to 
mention that voter apathy is the back door 
through which unsuitable candidates sneak 
into office." 

• His phone call was almost too late to 
be mentioned. 


Bicycle Trail 
Fencing 
‘Health Need’ 


The proposed Victoria - 
Lake Cowichan bicycle trail 
should not go ahead without 
proper fencing' for Sooke 
Lake, Victoria’s senior medi¬ 
cal health officer, Dr. J. L. M. 
Whitbread, said Tuesday. 

He told a Greater Victoria 
health board meeting that the 
fate of the proposed trail, 
which runs along the entire 
eastern shore of Sooke Lake, 
should depend on whether 
"there’s enough money to 
spend to put fences up." 

He reiterated a fear 
expressed earlier by the 
Greater Victoria water board 
that great numbers of cyclists 
\would pollute the area’s sup¬ 
ply of water by bathing and 
camping in and around 
Sooke Lake. 

Whitbread acknowledged 
that the public already had 
limited access to the water¬ 
shed through use of the old 
Leech town road which follows 
the lake’s eastern shore. How¬ 
ever he told the meeting the 


public was not "encouraged to 
use that way.” 

He also noted cyclists would 
not get much exercise by 
using the proposed 82-mile 
route along the abandoned 
CNR right-of-way, because it 
was so "flat." 

If it wias exercise cyclists 
wanted they’d do better to use 
the normal up-and-down road 
system. 

Board member Harry Gra¬ 
ham told the meeting that cy¬ 
cling "may prove to be a fad 
that will die out . . . like so 
many fads in the past." 

But Gordon Ewan thought it 
was a "Wonderful route” and 
an "excellent idea” which he 
hoped would be feasible on 
health and economic ■grounds. 

Fears were also expressed 
at the meeting that the Saan¬ 
ich peninsula could find itself 
without enough acute care 
beds if the new extended-care 
Saanich Peninsula Hospital, 

. scheduled to open soon, was 
not expanded according to 
original plans.

Anderson said that Eastern 
Canada will always have to 
rely to some extent on oil im¬ 
ported from other countries 
and, to increase the supply, 
the Trans-Canada pipeline 
from Edmonton could be ex¬ 
tended to eastern refineries. 

Macdonald told the Com¬ 
mons that the Trans-Mountain 
pipeline carrying Alberta' oil 
through the Rockies can carry 
an extra 35,000 to 50,000 bar¬ 
rels a day to Vancouver. 

"But cost is the real prob¬ 
lem ... It depends on how 
much it will be to charter the 
necessary tanker space," he 
said later. 

In the House, he said the 
government hopes that up to 
100,000 barrels of oil will be 
moved daily via the St. 
Lawrence Seaway to Montreal 
while the shipping season re¬ 
mains open. The seaway nor¬ 
mally closes in the latter part 
of December. 

Oil tankers are being given 
priority while the shipping 
season remains open. 

The current flow of oil 
through the seaway is about 
55,000 barrels daily, he said. 
The figure was lower than 
earlier government estimates 
of 60,000 to 80,000 barrels. 

Tankers destined for Mon¬ 
treal are loading Alberta oil 
at Sarnia, Ont., the major 
eastern terminus of the in¬ 
terprovincial pipeline. 

In a related matter, Mac¬ 
donald told Tommy Douglas, 
MP for NanaimoCowichan- 
The Islands, that domestic de¬ 
mand will dictate whether any 
products from the new refin¬ 
ery at Come-By-Chance, Nfld. 
are kept back from* United 
States markets this winter to 
meet needs in the Atlantic 
provinces. 

If shortages develop and the 
refinery is in production then, 
he said, federal regulations 
would allow productions to be 
withheld for domestic use.

The Victoria area was hit by a minor earth 
tremor Tuesday afternoon but no damage was re¬ 
ported. 

The quake, which registered about two on the 
Richter scale, occurred about 5:30 p.m. 

Dr. William Milne of the seismology departy 
merit at the Dominion Astrophysical Observatory 
estimated the centre of the disturbance was about 
10 to 15 miles east of Victoria, in the San Juan 
Islands area.

Meanwhile in Victoria 
teachers and trustees were 
trading charges regarding 
their salary negotiations. 

Bob Mitchell, president of 
the Greater Victoria Teach¬ 
ers’ Association, said school 
trustees are deliberately try¬ 
ing to create a disaster situa¬ 
tion in local bargaining so 
that they can win their fight 
for a provincial bargaining 
body. 

With negotiations across the 
province due to go to arbitra¬ 
tion Thursday, where no set¬ 
tlements have been reached, 
Mitchell said: "I get the feel¬ 
ing we are not really negotiat- 
' t9 4ng this year in good faith, but 
really faying to create such a 
disaster situation that provin¬ 
cial bargaining will become a 
necessity." 

Greater Victoria school 
board chairman Peter Bunn 
said that, for the first time, 
trustees in all 74 provincial 
school districts are hanging 
togetr^er in a unified approach.

He said the boarcl had put 
$400,000 into improved educa¬ 
tion this year—he listed a pro¬ 
gram that included lowering 
the teacher-pupil ratio by hir¬ 
ing 50 more teachers while the 
pupil population has dropped 
by 500, and hiring more spe¬ 
cial counsellors. 

Bunn did n*>t think the nego¬ 
tiating committee’s position 
really represented the teach¬ 


er’s position. "In their hearts 
the teachers know that 8 to 9 
per cent is a very reasonable 
increase at this time." 

Negotiation meetings are 
continuing, however and Bunn 
said a settlement with 
Greater Victoria teachers 
could still be reached if the 
teachers would be reasonable. 

Mitchell said Victoria teach¬ 
ers are already well below the 
average paid to provincial 
teachers and that the 8.9 per 
cent increase awarded last 
year proved inadequate to 
cover the rising cost of living. 

According to the Public 
Schools Act, teacher salary 
negotiations must go to arbi¬ 
tration if contracts are not 


settled by Nov. 15. But Mit¬ 
chell pointed out that does not 
mean that negotiations cannot 
continue while arbitration 
boards are being set up. 

However, he said, appear¬ 
ances are that there will be 
mass arbitration in the prov¬ 
ince. 

"In Victoria we have had 
improved teacher-board rela¬ 
tionships and I had great 
hopes for negotiations this 
year.’’ 

But, said Mitchell, the pro¬ 
vincial trustees association 
made its annual call for pro¬ 
vince-wide negotiations, and 
that "seemed to throw a mon¬ 
key-wrench into the works." 

The teachers’ associations, 
said Mitchell, bargain separa¬ 
tely, although he conceded 
there is probably a certain 
similarity of demand since 
teachers in the province have 
similar problems, and most of 
them rely upon the federation 
for statistical research.

period."

Frank Waring, pointed out 
that Isherwood (though War¬ 
ing didn’t mention him by 
name) had supported a 
"mixed bag" referendum in 
1965. 

Waring said that Isher- 
wood’s criticism of the refer¬ 
endum presentation was a 
"cheap and negatiye way of 
getting votes."

to take time-out while cru¬ 
sader-developer Monte Vanton 
launched into Waring and 
mayoralty candidate Edith 
Gunning for their apparent 
lack of concern over the 
"shotgun" conversion of an 
apartment on Poplar to a con¬ 
dominium. 

The next opportunity that 
came up, however. Isherwood 
barked back at Waring that 
the 1965 referendum had been 
"basically for recreation pur¬ 
poses" and therefore was not 
parallel to Saturday’s referen¬ 
dum. 

He said that the 1965 re¬ 
ferendum—unanimously en¬ 
dorsed by council—was also 
not presented at a time of "so 
much inflation and high inter¬ 
est rates." 

He termed Waring's com¬ 
ments "very ungentlemanly, 
and I’m surprised that it hap¬ 
pened here in Cadboro Bay.” 

Saanich alKcandidate action 
continue^ this evening 8 p.m. 
at Gordon Head Parish 
Church Hall, Tyndall and San 
Juan, sponsored by the Gor¬

. payers Association. 
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Prosecutor Peter Birkett, 
stressing he did not want to 
be thought inconsistent, sup¬ 
ported different penalties 
Tuesday in Victoria Provin¬ 
cial Court for two persons 
who each had two previous 
terms of probation—and 
Judge William Ostler agreed 
fcith him. 

The first was Daniel George 
Tweedhope, 22, of 2921 Merle, 
who pleaded guilty Oct. 30 to 
a Cojwood RGM.P charge of 
attempting to utter a $425 
bank withdrawal slip Oct. 29. 

Birkett supported a proba¬ 
tion officer’s recommendation 
that Tweedhope spend some 
time in custody and Ostler set 
a sentence of three months, 
probably in a forestry camp, 
followed by a one-year proba¬ 
tionary term.

Net railway earnings were 
$34.5 million, down from $38.fi 
million in the first nine 
months of 1972. 

Railway income had risen 
by $7.6 million in the six 
months of this year, but the 
strike, higher costs due to 


wage increases granted in 
legislation which ended the 
«trike and rising prices, espe¬ 
cially for diesel oil, contrib¬ 
uted to a decrease of $11.7 
million in third-quarter earn¬ 
ings, the company said. 

To help meet rising costs, 
tiie company said, specific 
price increases have been ne¬ 
gotiated with a number of 


shippers but at the request of 
the federal government, no 
general freight rate increases 
have been made. 

“The burden of this falls en¬ 
tirely on the railways at 
present and without some 
change in this situation' fur¬ 
ther erosion in net railway 
earnings can be expected,” 
the company statement said.

Shirley and Ken Williamson 
don't think retarded children 
should be in institutions. 

"These children need a 
home environment where they 
can have a loving family. No 
child, retarded or normal, can 
live without love," says Mrs. 
Williamson. 

"After all, what good is love 
unless you can give it away?" 

The Williamsons have six 
children of their own. Eight

years ago they became 
foster parents of two. retarded 
children — a mongoloid girl 
and a boy suffering from 
brain damage. 

Five years earlier Shirley 
Williamson herself had given 
birth to a mongoloid son —» 
and had learned how loving a 
child he could be. 

The two retarded foster 
children, Terry and Lee. now 
both eight, are treated like 
every other member of the 
Williamson household at 867 
Royal Oak. 

"We’re the lucky ones," 
Mrs. Williamson said Tues¬ 
day. "People think we’re 
making a terrific sacrifice; 
we think of it as a terrific re¬ 
ward." 

Husband and wife have 
worked as a team since tak¬ 
ing in their foster children. 

Because the children are li¬ 
mited in their physical and 
mental abilities, the choice of 
entertainment and outings is 
restricted. 

But the simple things — 
preparing for holidays like 
Halloween and Christmas — 
are new and happy experi¬ 
ences for the children and this 
in turn brings complete fulfil¬ 
ment to the entire family. 

Terry, a curious child, 
spends hours playing with her 
dolls and dollhouse. Mrs. Wil¬ 
liamson said she has a placid, 
sweet-tempered nature and is 
"a constant joy to have 
around.” 

Lee, as a baby, was the 
complete opposite of Terry. 

"He cried all day — but 
slept all night . . . that’s why 
we decided to take him," said 
Mrs. Williamson. . 

"We couldn’t cuddle him; 
he was stiff as a board. He 
had had two foster parents in 
six months and I suspect that 
he wopld have ended up in 
Woodlands eventually." 

But with a lot of love and 
attention Lee developed into a 
beautiful child. 

When Terry arrived Mrs. 
Williamson said it was „ like 
having her son Robert all 
over again. 

"It really threw us with 


Robert but only because we 
didn’t know enough about re¬ 
tarded children." 

She soon learned that they 
can look after themselves - 
in feeding and personal hy¬ 
giene — and if parents expect 
good behavior from retarded 
children they'll respond. 

"Now we know how to enjoy 
them," Mrs. Williamson said. 

She speaks with pride about 
Robert and Lee who attend a 
special Scout program. And 
the fact that Lee, helped by 
therapy, is starting to walk. 

The family is backed up by 
complete services of profes¬ 
sional staff and. facilities, ac¬ 
cording to the mother. 

Terry attends Victor School 
and Lee is helped by physioth¬ 
erapy, speech therapy and 
other facilities at G. R. 
Pearkes Clinic for Han¬ 
dicapped Children. 

The Williamsons have made 
application for two more re¬ 
tarded children. 

"There’s such a desperate 
shortage of foster homes for 
these children, "she says. 
People don’t realize how little 
trouble they are." 

Meanwhile Katie Dunn from 
the department of human re¬ 


sources, capital region, con¬ 
firms that there is an urgent 
need for foster homes for re¬ 
tarded children. 

Children like Timmy (not 
his real name) a responsive 
five-year-old who has been at¬ 


tending a special pre-school. 
He is in Cdendale Lodge be¬ 
cause his mother cannot give 
him the care he needs. 

Or Sally, an active girl of 
eight, who needs a foster fam-

Sour Note on Sugar: 

. ... • r - 

Price Going Up Soon 


The latest blow to con¬ 
sumers, especially those with 
a sweettooth, is a predicted 
increase in the price of sugar. 

A sharp increase is expect¬ 
ed in December with expira¬ 
tion of an international agree¬ 
ment which has helped to con¬ 
trol Canadian prices for the 
past five years. 

Peter A. Cherniavsky, pres¬ 
ident of the B.C. Sugar Refin¬ 
ing Co. Ltd., said Tuesday he 
would not predict how large 
the increase would be. 

He said Canada has been 
buying sugar, under preferen- 
ial terms of the International 
Sugar Agreement, for about 
$198 a ton during the past 
year while the open market 
price has risen to well over 
$250. 

When the agreement ends, 
Canada will have to buy on 
the open market. 

The latest International 
Sugar Agreement was nego¬ 
tiated in 1968 when sugar 
prices were low. The world 
surplus of sugar has since 
been used up and demand has 
increased substantially. 

Attempts earlier this year 
to renegotiate the pact failed 
and the sugar market will be 
operating without rules, other 
than those of bilateral agree¬ 
ments, in 1974. 

An end to the current short¬ 
age is not in sight says Cher¬ 
niavsky. The shortage was 


brought about by crop failures 
poor sugar beet yields in Eur- 
dn 1971 in the Soviet Union, 
ope 'in the last two years and 
cutbacks in Cufban sugar pro¬ 
duction. 

Canada as the second larg¬ 
est sugar importer in the 
world, after Japan, and has 


an annual consumption of 
about 100 pounds per capita. 

Cherniavsky did say that In 
the long range he expects sup¬ 
ply to exceed demand and a 
subsequent price decline. 

Price of sugar in Victoria 
area, supermarkets has been 
85 cents a five-pound bag.

He Tar ms’ in Restaurant 


There’s a homegrown fresh¬ 
ness about the bean sprouts 
Y. C. IjPt serves in his Broad 
Street restaurant. 

They’re fresh as today’s 
harvesting and grown as close 
to home as the restaurant 
basement. 

Twenty years ago Lee hit 
upon the idea of growing bean 
sprouts in bathtubs instead of 
small containers. 

Today, he supplies most of 


Victoria’* Chinese restaurants 
and Chinatown shops with the 
sprout outpourings from nine 
bathtubs. 

The nine tubs are capable* 
of producing a total of 1,000 
[>ounds of bean sprouts a day. 
Actual output is 5,000 pounds 
a week in winter, more in 
summer when the tourists 
join the local chow mein-cir¬ 
cuit. 

JTiree workers tend Lee’s 
basement crop. The beans 


must be watered every six 
hours, and be kept at 75 to 80 
degrees in their sprouting 
stage. 

"Bean sprouts need as 
much care as a baby — the 
same regular hours,” says 
Bessie Tang who calls the ge¬ 
nial Lee "boss” — the name 
he’s known by in Chinatown. 

It takes five days from the 
time the beans are dumped 
into a tub until harvest time. 


The beans must be kept 
clean, he says, or they won’t 
grow — hence the many wa¬ 
terings. 

The Chinese, who eat bean 
sprouts daily, have known 
their food value and flavor for 
centuries. 

"They’re good for high 
blood pressure,” Lee adds. 
"Not too much fat.” 

But they must be eaten 
fresh, in his opinion. Fresh 
out of the basement.

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Coffee ‘Medicine’ for Hyperkinetic Children 


CHICAGO (CP) — Coffee 
may be the best medicine for 
hyperkinetic children, a psy¬ 
chiatrist has discovered. 

Coffee also avoids side-ef¬ 
fects related to many drugs, 


says Dr. Robert Sohnacken- 
berg of Columbia. S.D., whq 
recently completed a six- 
month trial of treatment with 
coffee. 

Schnackenberg found that

in many cases children re¬ 
sponded better to coffee than 
to other medicines. 

Hyperkinetic children, l>e- 
cause of minimal brain dis¬ 
function, are constantly mov¬ 
ing* 1 'aimlessly about, unable to 
sit still in class or concentrate 
on school work. The condition 
affects an estimated four of 
every 100 grade-school chil¬ 
dren. 

They are treated with meth- 


ylphenidate or amphetamine, 
drugs which are stimulants 
for adults but for some un¬ 
known reason have a calming 
effect on hyperkinetic chil¬ 
dren. However, side-effects 
can occur, including insom¬ 
nia, loss of appetite and ab¬ 
dominal pain. 

"While taking histories 
from hyperkinetic children 
and their parents, I ri >ted that 


an unusually high percentage 
of these children drink coffee.” 
Dr. Schnackenberg wrote in 
the American Journal of Psy¬ 
chiatry. "When asked why, 
they replied, ’It calms me 
down’ or ‘I can do better in 
school’. ” 

Schnackenberg prescribed 
.two cups of coffee daily for 11 
children, after taking them off 
drugs for three weeks. Their 


teachers were not told about 
the test, so they could respond 
as objectively as possible j n 
re|x>rting on the child’s be¬ 
havior. 

While the youngsters were 
off drugs, their behaviour rat¬ 
ing scores, as expected, were 
• in the hyperkinetic range. But 
they dropped to normal while 
the children were on drugs 
and on coffee; in fact, the cof¬ 
fee score was slightly better. 


That’s Japanese Steak

Schnackenberg noted that 
hyperkinetic behavior "seems 
to be most heavily reported in 
countries where children are 
predominantly milk drinkers 
and not coffee drinkers." 

"I have been unable to find 
definitive reports of the dis¬ 
order in South American 
countries where children 
drink coffee several times a 
day, beginning at an early 
age. The syndrone surely 
exists, but apparently without 
enough intensity to be report¬ 
ed.” 


Are children in those coun¬ 
tries, he asked, "inadvertent¬ 
ly treating their own symp¬ 
toms?”

1/ you are one of those far¬ 
sighted gardeners capable of 
planning your work a whole 
year ahead, you probably 
made a careful sowing of 
wallflower seeds last spring. 
You transplanted the young 
plants into nursery beds in 
August, and you are now 
gloating over the fine, sturdy 
batch of plants all ready to be 
moved into the flower beds 
out front for blooming early 
next spring. 

Most of us, however, are 
only barely one jump ahead 
of the urgent day-to-day work 
in our gardens, and many of 
us don’t have the room for 
raising our own bedding 
plants. For us, the bedding 
wallflowers must come from 
the nurseryman or one of the 
excellent local garden 
centres. 

There are quite a number of 
points to keep in mind when 
you go shopping for wallflow¬ 
er plants. At this season of 
the year they should be 
bushy, sturdy and spreading 
rather than tall and lanky, 
and with a good dark green 
color to the leaves. 


Garden Notes 


Have a good look at the un¬ 
dersides of the leaves for 
aphids — particularly for the 
waxy blue kind. Examine the 
roots, too, for any suspicious- 
looking swellings, for the 
wallflower is iirst cousin to 
the cabbage and is susceptible 
to many of the qame pests 
and diseases, including cab¬ 
bage root maggots and club 
root. 

In addition to these points, 
the roots of your wallflowers 
should be well branched, not 
with just one hard main tap 
root. A good commercial 
grower will transplant his see¬ 
dling wallflowers at least 
once, and sometimes twice, 
before offering them for sale, 
thereby Inducing them to 
form a well-branched root 
system. 

Such plants re-establish 
themselves very much more 
readily when you take them 
home and bung*them in the 


ground than the kinds with a 
single, non-branching tap 
root, and they will stand up 
much better against harsh 
winter conditions. 

These fibrous-rooted plants 
cost guite a bit more to raise, 
both in man-hours of work 
and in the space occupied, 
than those which have not 
been given the transplanting 
treatment. Consequently, your 
dealer must ask more money 
for them; they are well worth 
the extra. 

Some well-tried varieties 
are Vulcan Improved, a great 
improvement over the old 
Vulcan, blooming in a rich, 
velvety crimson; Blood Red, 
with single flowers somewhat 
larger than most, and Cloth of 
Gold, a very old and very 
popular large-flowered vari¬ 
ety in a deep yellow shade, 
almost verging on orange. 

Harbinger has flowers In an 
attractive reddish-brown 


shadft and starts blooming 
very early, often by mid- 
February. Ruby Gem is an 
unUsual shade, about the color 
of a glass of good port held to 
the light, and is particularly 
lovely when grouped with pale 
pink tulips. 

Golden Bedder, blooming in 
k deep golden yellow shade, is 
available in both single and 
double-flowered types. The 
singles stand 12 inches tall, 
while the double Golden Bed¬ 
der stands half again as high, 
18 inches. White Dame is a 
creamy- white, very effective 
and not planted as often as it 
deserved, while Scarlet Em¬ 
peror is probably the reddest 
of all red wallflowers. 

You wouldn’t think two 
shades of yellow would make 
a i> particularly interesting 
combination In a bed of flow¬ 
ers, but the wallflower Double 
Golden Bedder interplan ted 
with the single early tulip 
Yellow Prince makes a pic¬ 
ture which Is absolutely daz¬ 
zling in its sunlit effect, and 
the fragrance of these two 
sweetly scented flowers Is out 
of this world.

Spending a few days in Tulsa not long ago, I ran into a 
news story that sadly (and sickeningly) confirmed what I 
recently wrote about Dr. Kart Menninger’s view on U.S. jails. 

It seems that two boys, 15 and 16, were held in the ccainty 
jail for 34 days on an “armed robbery” charge. The boys 
were certified by the judge to stand trial as adults and were 
taken to jail, where they languished for more than a month. 

Subsequently, it turned out that thft "weapon” they car¬ 
ried w'as a B.B. gun they had been taking turns shooting, with 
which they were accused of taking 52.10 from some play¬ 
mates. 

When the juvenile court judge finally learned of this, he 
promised he would take steps to see that there was no repeti¬ 
tion of such "mistakes.” He instituted a new system, 
whereby attorneys in the future must present all details of a 
case at juvenile detention hearings. 

* "That’s where I made my mistake.” the judge confessed, 
“in not checking out all the facts.” If this happens in an 
Oklahoma country court, you can imagine what goes on tn thft 


crowded coupt calendars of big cities, where poor and igno¬ 
rant defendants are processed like cattle. 

At the same time, by ft sardonic coincidence, an Oklaho¬ 
ma business operator was sentenced to one-year in prison — 
with parole possible after only four months — and no fine 
assessed, for pleading guilty to conspiracy in a fraud case 
that cost investors some 5200 million. 

This man, the head of the notorious Four Seasons Nursing 
Centeres of Ajnerica, was involved in the longest and one of 
the biggest investment frauds in the nation’s history. The 
prosecutors contended that he benefited personally by 510 
million from the huge security swindle, and had stashed 
away 54 million in a secret Delaware trust. 

As the New York Times remarked in an angry editorial, 
“The U.S. Attorney called for ‘appropriate punishment’ to 
show the public that "the rich, the powerful and the influen¬ 
tial’ must not be given preferential treatment over the blue- 
collar worker and common criminals.” 

Instead, however, the lightest possible sentence was im¬ 
posed upon this Oklahoma operator, while two kids with B.B. 
guns were shoved into a rotten, festering jail without even an 
adequate hearing, for taking 52.10 from their playmates. 

Little wonder the U.S. “war on crime” is perceived by 
many as merely a war of the powerful against the powerless, 
and “equal justice under law’’ is regarded as just a hypocriti¬ 
cally empty phrase.

And 
they were. 

The movie makes the point 
that Pius XII did nothing to 
stop the massacre. The Vati¬ 
can, however, says thatit has 
documents proving that he did 
indeed try to stop it. 

Robert Katz, author of the 
book on which the movie is 
based and also the screen¬ 
play, said the Vatican news¬ 
paper headlined its review: 

“Ignoble Attempt to Deni¬ 
grate Figure and Works of 
Pius xn.” 

Katz said the Vare review 
accused him of falsifying the 
facts which he denies. 

“But the story got so much 
play in Europe that the box 
office immediately picked up. 
It’s breaking records in 
Rome.” 

All of which proves it’s best 
to keep quiet during con¬ 
troversy.

A military funeral service 
will be held at 4 p.m. Monday 
at St. Andrew’s Presbyterian 
Church for Lt.-Col. Willkam 
Rae, honorary lieutenant- 
colonel of The Canadian Scot- 
tlsh Regiment (Princess 
Mary’s), who died Sunday at 
his home. 3065 Surrey Road, 
in his 91st year. 

Appointed honorary lieu¬ 
tenant-colonel to the Canadian 
Scottish Nov. 15, 1967, he 

served actively with the regi¬ 
ment until his death. 

lie began his Canadian mili¬ 
tary career 63 years ago this 
month after seven yeas as an 
officer in the British Army 
with the 1st Volunteer Battal¬ 
ion of the Gordon High¬ 
landers. 

At the start of the First 
World War, he commanded 
one of two Seaforth High¬ 
landers companies of Van¬ 
couver which were joined 
with com{>anies of Gordon 
Highlanders from Victoria, 
Cameron Highlanders from 
Winnipeg and Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders from 
Hamilton to form the original 
16th Battalion of The Canadi¬ 
an Scottish. 

This battalia) served over¬ 
seas throughout the war and 
Rae, at his death, was the 
only surviving company com¬ 
mander from that period. 

In December 1915, after 
being invalided to England, 
he was appointed second-in- 
command of the third battal¬ 
ion. The following May, he 
took command of the 4th Bat¬ 
talion of the Canadian Expedi¬ 
tionary Force, a post he held 
until his appointment as GSO 
1 at Canadian Corps Head¬ 
quarters. 

He served in France, Bel¬ 
gium and Germany until the 
Canadian troops were with¬ 
drawn in 1919. 

In the Second World War, 
Rae was overseas director of 
Canadian Legion War Ser¬ 
vices from 1940 to 1946, and in 
this position earned the Cana¬ 
dian Legion Award of Merit. 

He also volunteered his ser¬ 
vices to the British Army and 
was appointed company com¬ 
mander of the 15th Coy, 20th 
Battalion, Middlesex Regi¬ 
ment (Home Guard), serving 
at Hampstead Heath from 
1940 to 1945. 

Rae was bom in Aberdeen, 
Scotland, and was a graduate 
of Aberdeen University. His 
business career was with 
Commonwealth Trust Ltd., 
London, from 1919 to 1949 
when he retired as managing 
director. He was a member of 
the Canadian Bisley Rifle 
Team in 1919. He is survived 
by his wife. Edith Marion, 
and two sons, John William 
and Kenneth St. John.

Anderson Concedes in Pipeline-Blocking Fight 


For David Anderson, Tues¬ 
day marked the end of a 
three-year battle that helped 
him vault from the back¬ 
benches of Ottawa to leader¬ 
ship of the B.C. Liberals. 

The Victoria MLA said he 
saw little advantage in con¬ 
tinuing his legal fight against 
a trans-Alaska oil pipeline 
after both houses of the U.S. 
Congress cleared the way ear¬ 
lier Tuesday for construction 
of the line. 

Although the bill may be 
appealed to the U.S. courts 
for 60 days, “I think we’re 
dead,” Anderson said. “Up to 
now, when we’ve been in the 


courts, we’ve at least had 
some hope of winning. But 
now I don’t think we do.” 

Once the bill is signed,, by 
President Nixon, he said, ,? ft’s 
a close thing to God tellyng 
the archangels what’s going 
to go on in the world.” 

Unless his lawyers could 
come up with a new angle, he 
wouldn't see any point in con¬ 
tinuing die fight against that. 
"We don’t want to keep going 
just to be obstructionist.” 

A study of the bill and the 
whole case all summer by a 
legal professor had shown 
only one possible ground for 
further appeal, said Ander¬ 


son, and he thought the B.C. 
government and the federal 
opposition parties had de¬ 
stroyed that as a winning ar¬ 
gument. 

That ground was, he ex¬ 
plained. that the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior had not 
adequately explained the Ca¬ 
nadian government’s point of 
view in the U.S. 

This was a weak point in 
law anyway, he said, but it 
had been even further wea¬ 
kened by repeated complaints 
from federal Conservatives 
and NDP and from the B.C. 
NDP government that the fed¬ 
eral government had not pre¬ 


sented Its case well to ihe 
U.S. 

By those arguments, he 
said, the Tories and NDP “let 
themselves be used by our op¬ 
ponents.” Although Ottawa 
had been slow in getting start¬ 
ed on the issue and its per¬ 
formance had never been per¬ 
fect, it had been “adequate,” 
he said. 

The B.C. government hadn’t 
helped either with its railway 
proposal which had done noth¬ 
ing but make the Americans 
think Canadians weren’t sure 
among themselves what route 
should be used for the oil. 

Despite the final U.S. deci¬ 


sion, however, “in some ways 
I guess we didn’t lose,” said 
Anderson. 

He. and the American and 
Canadian environmental 
groups that had joined with 
him in the fight, had delayed 
the project for three years, 
had forced the oil companies 
to spend an extra $1.3 or $1.4 
billion, and had forced a 
much stricter standard of en¬ 
vironmental controls than 
would otherwise have been re¬ 
quired. 

The fight for Anderson , 
began when he was a Liberal 1 
backbencher from Esquimau- ! 


Saanich in Ottawa. He con¬ 
tinued it in both legal and po¬ 
litical arenas when he took 
over in 1972 as provincial Lib¬ 
eral leader. 

And despite the gains made, 
the pipeline-banker route is 
still the worst possible option 
for bringing the Alaskan oil to 
the U.S., he said. 

“I think we got so far basi¬ 


cally just because we were 
right,” he said. “But the 
whole thing is just sickening. 

“The worst part about it 
was the Canadian people 
never understood the options 
they had. ...”

The spade ace was won 
end, before East could 


think, declarer called 
dummy’s heart jack. East 
ducked casually, and de¬ 
clarer won the heart king. 
East was in trouble when 
declarer drew trumpe and 
led a spade. East had only 
high spades, the heart ace 
and the club suit. East’s 
eventual club lead gave 
dummy the club king, and 
the contract was made for a 
top score. 

At the second trick. East 
should have asked himself, 
“Why is declarer leading 
hearts?” To beat the con¬ 
tract, East had to hope up 
with the heart ace, cash his 
two spades and then exit 
with any card but a club. 
East would then score two 
club tricks to defeat the con¬ 
tract. 

And suppose declarer had 
only a singleton club and an 
extra diamond? TTien the 
play of the heart ace would 
eliminate any heart guess 
and obliterate whatever 
chance there was of beating 
the contract. 

A good question, and the 
more experienced the de¬ 
clarer, the easier the an¬ 
swer. When an excellent 
player has to guess a key 
card, he defers playing the 
suit until he gathers infor¬ 
mation in other suits. When 
he reverses himself, as 
Sheehan did, it is time for 
die defense to be on their 
toes.

“I'm optimistic and hopeful 
that more attention will be 
paid to party policy after this 
convention,” he said after del¬ 
egates * blasted the govern¬ 
ment’s new labor code jywi 
^demanded that the legislation, 
which has not yet been pro¬ 
claimed, be amended to con¬ 
form with party policy. 

The convention ended Mon¬ 
day with Premier Dave Bar¬ 
rett reminding delegates that 
the government represented 
all the people of the province 
and not just members of the 
NDP. 

“The ordinary people out¬ 
side lof active politics feel a 
sense of pride in a brand new 
government that’s concerned 
about them, and let’s keep 
that going above all else.” 

The leader got rousing ap¬ 
plause from the 613 registered 
delegates but less than an 


hour after his final speech, 
just before the convention ad¬ 
journed, they voted over¬ 
whelmingly in favor of a mo¬ 
tion calling on the 14-month- 
old government to commit It¬ 
self to policies and priorities 
established at the party’s an¬ 
nual conventions. 

Delegate Dennis Mulroney, 
who moved the resolution, 
said the 38 NDP MI As were 
elected as representatives of 
the party and the party’s poli¬ 
cy and therefore should com¬ 
mit themselves to that policy. 

He was opposed by Grace 
Doherty of Coquitlam, who 
said if the party presented a 
composite of the resolutions 
passed, often by emotional ar¬ 
guments, “we would have a 


completely unworkable policy 
for the government to work 
on.’ 

“Let’s give them direction, 
let’s give them our feelings, 
but my God, don’t commit 
them to all the resolutions we 
have passed at this conven¬ 
tion.” 


Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer spoke against 
a resolution calling for free 
rapid transit throughout B.C., 
saying "I think we have to 
have the facilities before we 
get into the free business.” 
But the resolution was car¬ 
ried.

Phillips as man and wife. 

After a final dress fitting, 
with, details of her gown still 
secret, the blonde princess, 
fourth in line to the throne, 


and her handsome cavalry of¬ 
ficer slipped quietly into his¬ 
toric Westminster Abbey 
Tuesday for a private dress 
rehearsal. 

Outside on the streets, the 
cold wind of crisis dropj>ed 
wedding news to the bottom 
of newspaper front pages, 
casting a shadow on a ro¬ 
mance that caught world at¬ 
tention. But the sightseers 
were not dismayed. 

It was a busy day for Anne 
and also for 67-year-old Mrs.

Israel Holds On 
To Checkpoints

Israel refused to relinquish 
its checkpoints on the Cairp- 
Suez highway Tuesday and 
Premier Golda Meir declared 
she will not pull Lsraeli forces 
back to the Oct. 22 ceasefire 
lines as demanded by Egypt. 

The commander of United 
Nations peacekeeping forces, 
Finnish Maj--Gen. Ensio Sii- 
lasvuo, flew to Tel Aviv after 
a visit to a disputed check¬ 
point on the highway to Suez 
city. 

A UN spokesman said 
Israelis had a fist fight Mon¬ 
day with UN peacekeepers 
trying to take over the check¬ 
point. The UN post was later 
permitted to remain, but an 
Israeli control point continued 
in operation nearby. 

High Israeli officials said 
the Israeli checkpoints would 
be turned over to the United 
Nations only simultaneously 
with a prisoner-of-war ex¬ 
change. 

Mrs. Meir. in a jxolicy 
address to the Knesset (par¬ 
liament) in Jerusalem, de¬ 
clined to pull Israeli troops 
back to their positions of Oct. 
22, when a UN ceasefire was 
first called. Instead she pro¬ 
posed that Israeli and Egyp¬ 
tian troops withdraw to the 
1967 Suez canal lines. 

This suggestion had been 
made before by the Israelis 
and would mean Egyptian 
withdrawal from the cast 
bank of the Suez canal at the 


same time Israel gives up ter¬ 
ritory it occupied on the west 
bank during the October war. 

Egypt wants a return to the 
Oct. 22 line, claiming Israel 
grabbed a large chOfik of 
Egyptian land between then 
and Oct. 24, when the cease¬ 
fire took hold.

Return to the Oct. 22 lines 
was a key jxiint in the Israeli- 
Egyptian truce agreement 
worked out by U.S. State Sec¬ 
retary Henry Kissinger. The 
accord provides that both 
sides should start immediate 
discussions to settle the ques¬ 
tion. 


Pipeline Bill Passes, 
Now Goes to Nixon 


WASHINGTON (CP) — The 
Alaska oil pipeline bill, con¬ 
troversial legislation that 
tpuched off sparks in both Ot¬ 
tawa and W ehington during 
its stormy career, was passed 
80 to 5 by the United States 
Senate on Tuesday and sent to 
President Nixon for signature. 

It had been approved 361 to 
34 by the House of Represent¬ 
atives the day before. 

The bill authorizes private 
construction to begin immedi¬ 
ately on the 789-mile line from 
the North Slope oil reservoir 
to the ice-free supertanker 
port of Valdez. 

However, there were signs 
of problems ahead. 

Roy Ash, head of the office 
of management and budget 
and one of Nixon’s top eco¬ 
nomics' advisers, has threat-

WASHINGTON (llPI) -- The United States, in 
concert with six European nations, has abolished the 
two-tier pricing system for gold, Federal Reserve 
Board chairman Arthur Burns announced Tuesday. 


The action opened the way 
for the United States, if it 
chooses, to sell portions of its 
10,487 billion gold stockpile 
on the open market. 

Under an agreement signed 
in Washington in March, 1968, 
the United Staites. Belgium, 
Germany, Italy, The Nether¬ 
lands, Switzerland and Britain 
agreed to buy and sell gold 
only for official monetary 
transactions by foreign cen¬ 
tral banks and only at the “of¬ 
ficial" rate of $35 an ounce. 
Two separate dollar devalua¬ 
tions have raised that price to 
$42.22 an ounce. 

On the free market, where 
gold is traded like silver, soy¬ 
beans. coffee and other com¬ 
modities, the price is now 
around $100 an ounce. 

Because of this huge price 
gap, the two-tier system “no 
longer has any relevance to 
the actual'world,” Bums said. 

“By a stroke of the pen.” 
the U.S. increased its gold 
assets by two-and-a-half times 
and sharply improved the 
value of the dollar, according 
to an economic adviser to 
President Nixon. The move 
could lead to the removal of 
wage and price controls. 

Pierre Rinfret, who has also 
served as an economic consul¬ 
tant to Lyndon Johnson, said 
the agreement means the U.S. 
and European governments 
“now recognize that the true 
price of gold is $100 an 
ounce.” 

In Ottawa, baffled govern¬ 
ment spokesmen would not 
even hazard a guess as to the 
implications of the decision. 

A spokesman for Finance 
Minister John Turner, after 
consultation with departmen¬ 
tal advisors said only, “we 
are studying implications of 
suspension of the pact.” 

External Affairs Minister 
Mitchell Sharp spoke only 
briefly with newsmen on the 
matter. 

“I really don’t know what a 
think like this means.” Sharp 
said, noting that Canada was 
not a partner to the pact but 
had, like many other coun¬ 
tries, observed it. 

"I suppose it means we can 
sell gold at $100 an ounce. It 
doesn’t have any intrinsic ef¬ 
fect,” he said, but added, 
“does it?”

Ltd., sole transixorter of natu¬ 
ral gas in British Columbia, 
announced Tuesday it was 
almost doubling the wholesale 
price of natural gas in the 
province. 

The company said that, re¬ 
troactive to Nov. 1, the whole¬ 
sale price charged natural 
gas distributors in the prov¬ 
ince is increased from the 
present average of 32 cents a 
thousand cubic feet to 58 
cents. Export prices also will 
be increased. 

The company said it, along 
with the provincially-owned 
British Columbia Petroleum 
Corp., set up under legislation 
introduced at the fall session 
of the legislature, was setting 
the new price in response to 
suggestion from the prov¬ 
ince's energy commission. 

* The energy commission, 
after a series of public hear¬ 
ings, issued a reiiort to the 
provincial government in Sep¬ 
tember which recommended 
setting up a Crown corpora¬ 
tion to’ process and market 
gas in the province and said 
gas sold both in B.C. and for 
export was underpriced by 
about half its real value.

The improvement of learn¬ 
ing conditions and the profes¬ 
sional development of teach¬ 
ers is another field of critical 
concern for the CDTA, said 
Mrs. Clarke. The difference 
between student learning con¬ 
ditions and teacher working 
conditions is a minor one, 
Mrs. Clarke said, as the im¬ 
proving of one leads to the 
improving of the other. 

‘‘Teachers always want to 
do the best they can, so often 
they will put up with all kinds 
of things. Individually they 
feel they are very helpless.” 

Over the years, she said, 
poor working conditions will 
put a strain on the teacher’s 
health, and force the teacher 
to adopt teaching styles such 
as work sheets and reading 
exercises for the students, as 
a “system for survival.” 

Top Priority 

Large classroom size is the 
working condition, ordearning 
condition, which the CDTA 
has made its No. 1 priority, 
she said. Large classes lead 
to teachers resorting to sys¬ 
tems for survival rather than 
working towards more ere-® 
ative learning situations. 

‘^Teacher morale is so im¬ 
portant in education. To quote 
John Bremer: Children do not 
learn English and math and 
social studies and French at 
school. They leeam how to be 
people in a social organiza- 
tion.” 

“Academics are secondary 
in education. The teacher’s 
example should be the highest 
in terms of personal conduct, 
patience, and fair play. 

“And when a teacher loses 
enthusiasm, then we have lost 
the quality we want in educa¬ 
tion. Somebody has got to 
start working on improving 
teacher morale.’’

spring session of the Legisla¬ 
ture. 

The amendments ended a 
provision of the former 
Socred government holding 
the maximum yearly assess¬ 
ment increases to 10 per cent. 

Under the new rules, muni¬ 
cipalities are free to raise 
assessments on commercial 
property—which had pre¬ 
viously been kept artificially 
low—to bring them more into 
line with their market values. 
Generally accepted standard 
for assessments is 50 per cent 
of a property’s market value. 
(Farms and residential pro¬ 
perties are exempt from the 
new provisions.) 

Most commercial en¬ 
terprises in the province face 
greatly increased property 
taxes, and resort owners are 
among those expecting to be 
hit hard. 

Don Thexton, of the Sara¬ 
toga Beach Resort and Trail¬ 
er Park, says he is looking at 
an Increase in his taxes of 
about 300 per cent. 

He said that last year his 
assessment was in the neigh¬ 
borhood of $25,000 and he was 
taxed at the mill rate on that 
amount. 

But a rough market value 


of his property puts its value 
at about $150,000. 

So if he is taxed on 50 per 
cent of this value, or on 
$75,000, at the same mill rate, 
his taxes will triple next year. 

“It’s going to be a bad 
thing,” he said. “Profits of 
small resorts are not big 
enough to absorb tax in¬ 
creases like that.” 

He said most of the in¬ 
crease would have to be 
passed on to the vacationer 
through increased rotes. 

He estimated these could 
rise as much as 20 per cent. 

“All it means is that B.C. 
residents will have to pay that 
much more for their holi¬ 
days.” 

Thexton said 75 per cent of 
his customers are B.C. resi¬ 
dents. — 

“And 50. per cent are Van- 
couver Islanders,” he added. 

Thexton did not feel that 
any of the resorts will have to 
close, but he expects there 
will be a lot of complaints to 
the provincial government 
about the new legislation. 

“We want to point out to 
Premier Barrett that we are 
not a portion of industry that 
can afford increases of this 
nature,’.’ he said. 

He expects the brief to be 
finished at the end of No¬ 
vember, and hopes six or 
seven resort owners from this 
area will be granted a hear¬ 
ing with the premier in De¬ 
cember. 

Resort owner and treasurer 
of the local branch of the B.C. 
Motels, Resorts and Trailer 


Parks Association, Jean Ni¬ 
chols, felt the tax Increase is 
not fair for the type of resort 
in this area. 

TTie Shelter Bay resort run 
by the Nichols is a three to 
four-month operation, she 
said. 

“Maybe they should tax us 
on the market value for a 
quarter of the year. We are 
not like a motel or apartment 
where there is year-round 
business. 

“And we are doing what the 
government asked us in pre- 
serving the recreational 
areas. We don’t w'ant to have 
to turn this area into a sub¬ 
division,” she added. 

Residential and farm pro¬ 
perties will not be included 
under the new assessment law 
partly because the govern¬ 
ment does not wish to create 
even higher costs of housing. 

Bqth the Saratoga and 


Shelter Bay resorts and many 
others in this area rent their 
units by the month for 
units by the month for the 
most of the year, becoming 
resorts only during the sum¬ 
mer. 

Nichols and Thexton both 
feel their taxes should not in¬ 
crease during the time they 
rent their units by the month. 

The basic idea of the new 
legislation is to make com¬ 
mercial businesses pay a 
fairer share of the taxes. 

But, Thexton said, he will 
just have to increase the rates 
at his resort, and he feels all 
other commercial enterprises 
will do the same. 

He said food stores, retail 
lumix'r yards and similar 
businesses will just pass on 
the increased assessments to 
the easterner, so the man in 
in th^ street will end up iky¬ 
ing for the taxes anyway.

Cross said the biggest con¬ 
cern of most of those who are 
affected by the blackout is 
saving food in their freezers. 
He said 1# and some of the 
other residents have been car¬ 
rying portable generators 
around the island keeping 
freezers chilled. 

“Most of us don’t depend on 
electricity for heat because 
wa know it’s chancey,” he 
added. 


Ship-Oil Plan ‘A Rotten Idea’ 


“A rotten idea” is what 
B.C. Liberal leader David An¬ 
derson thinks of a suggestion 
by federal Energy Minister 
Donald Macdonald that Alber¬ 
to oil be shipped to Eastern 
Canada via the B.C. coast and 
the Panama Canal. 

Macdonald said in the Com¬ 
mons in Q^awa Tuesday that 
about 35,0OT^o 50,000 barrels 
of oil could De shipped each 
day, and the government is 
now attempting to determine 
the costs of such long tanker 
voyages. 

Anderson, Victoria MLA 
and former MP who has led a 
three-year fight against 
American plans to ship Alas¬ 
kan oil down the B.C. coast, 
termed the proposal “imprac¬ 
tical, unnecessary and dan¬ 
gerous. My initial reaction is 
that it’s a rotten idea. 

"We haven’t spent all this 
time fighting the Americans 
simply to have Canadians do 
the vey same thing,’’ he 
added. 

Anderson said that Eastern 


Canada will always have to 
rely to some extent on oil im¬ 
ported from other countries 
and, to increase the supply, 
the Trans-Canada pipeline 
from Edmonton could be ex¬ 
tended to eastern refineries. 

Macdonald told the Com¬ 
mons that the Trans-Mountain 
pipeline carrying Alberta oil 
through the Rockies can carry 
an extra 35,000 to 50,000 bar¬ 


rels a day to Vancouver. 

“But cost is the real prob¬ 
lem ... It depends on how 
much It will be to charter the 
necessary tanker space,” he 
said later. 

In the House, he said the 
government hopes that up to 
100,000 barrels of oil will be 
moved daily via the St. 
Lawrence Seaway to Montreal 
while the shipping season re¬ 


mains open. The seaway nor¬ 
mally closes in the latter part 
of December. 

Oil tankers are being given 
priority w'hile the shipping 
season remains ofren. 

The current flow of oil 
through the seaway is about 
55,000 barrels daily, he said. 
The figure w f as lower than 
earlier government estimates 
of 60,000 to 80.000 barrels. 


Seiner Afloat Today? 


HORNBY ISLAND - An attempt to float 
the B.C. Packers Limited seiner Ellen C off 
reefs in front of Forts Cove at Hornby Island, 
south of Courtenay, will be carried out early 
this morning. 

Island resident Bob Zelinski. who rescued 
the five crew members from the seiner Mon¬ 
day evening when she ran aground, said 
Tuesday the fishing boat should be saved 
with little damage. 

Zelinski said crews planned to refloat the . 


boat Tuesday morning but two big packers 
coming from Vancouver to assist were held 
back by 50-mile-an-hour winds. 

“The packers didn't arrive here until 9 
a.m. and hi^h tide was at 6 a.m.." he said.

>> Mayor Gerry Smith, trying 
to retain his seat against 
George Whittaker, opened his 
brief remarks by announcing 
that he received word that the 
provincial government will 
give a $170,000 grant towards 
the swimming pool to be built 
’soon near Duncan. Smith also 
indicated that he would sup¬ 
port an ice arena in the south- 
end of the municipality. “I 
think this area can support 
two arenas,” he said. 

Whittaker said that because 
he does not go on extended 
holidays every year he would 
have enough time for the 
mayor's job, “which entails 


more work than the job of an 
alderman. It is a time-con¬ 
suming job and my time will 
be yours,’’ he said. 

Aldermanic candidate 
Perry Ross stressed that 
there ^is not enough com¬ 
munication between the gen¬ 
eral public and the elected 
representatives. “Sometimes 
it is too hard for the rate¬ 
payers to get to the bottom of 
problems. I have worked with 
the public before and have the 
experience to meet the pub¬ 
lic,” Ross said. 

Peter Helin, blso running 
for alderman sdid his main 
reason for running is that “la¬ 
tely I have become very con¬ 
cerned with the welfare of our 
community.” He stressed he 
wanted to be on council to 
take^an active part in plan¬ 
ning to avoid the spoiling of 
the land.

Trying for another two-year 
term, Aid. Ron McKinnon in¬ 
formed the audience that in 
the past he had worked on 
fire protection, recreation, 
pollution control and swim¬ 
ming pool committees and 
that just recently he was ap¬ 
pointed to look into the feasi¬ 
bility of leasing municipally- 
owned lands to people want¬ 
ing to have their own business 
but cannot afford to buy 
high-priced properties. 

Aldermanic candidate 
Deane Russell, whose cam¬ 
paign slogan is “Action Not 
Apathy,” stressed the "impor¬ 
tance of community planning 
to avoid serious mistakes.

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Coffee ‘Medicine’ for Hyperkinetic Children 


CHICAGO (CP) — Coffee 
may be the best medicine for 
hyi>erkinetic children, a psy¬ 
chiatrist has discovered. 

Coffee also avoids side-ef¬ 
fects related to many drugs, 


says Dr. Robert Sohnacken- 
berg of Columbia, S.D., who 
recently completed a six- 
month trial of treatment with 
coffee. 

* Schnackenberg found that

. in many cases ^children re¬ 
sponded better to coffee than 
to other medicines. * 

Hyperkinetic children, be¬ 
cause of minimal brain dis¬ 
function, are constantly mov¬ 
ing aimlessly about, unable to 
sit still in class or conoentrate 
on school work. The condition 
affects an estimated four of 
every 100 grade-«cl|ool chil¬ 
dren. 

They are treated-with meth- 


ylphenidate or amphetamine, 
drugs which are stimulants 
for adults but for some un¬ 
known reason have a calming 
effect on hyperkinetic chil¬ 
dren. However, side-effects 
can occur, including insom¬ 
nia, loss of appetite and ab¬ 
dominal pain. 

“While taking histories 
from hyperkinetic children 
and their parents, I nrted that 


an unusually high percentage 
of these children drink coffee,” 
Dr. Schnackenberg wrote in 
the American Journal of Psy¬ 
chiatry. “WJicn asked why, 
they replied, It calms me 
down' or ‘I can do better in 
school’.” 

Schnackenberg prescribed 
two cups of coffee daily foj* 11 
children, after taking them off 
drugs for three weeks. Their 


teachers were nol told about 
the test, so they fcould respond 
as objectively as possible in 
reporting on the child’s be¬ 
havior. 

While the youngsters were 
off drugs, their behaviour rat¬ 
ing scores, as expected, were 
in the hyperkinetic range. But 
they dropped to normal while 
the children were on drugs 
and on coffee; in fact, the cof¬ 
fee score was slightly better.

Schnackenberg noted that 
^ hyperkinetic behavior “seems 
to be most heavily reported in 
countries where children are 
predominantly milk drinkers 
and not coffee drinkers.” 

"I htfve been unable to find 
definitive reports of the dis¬ 
order in South American 
countries where children 
drink coffee several times a 
day, beginning at an early 
age. The syndrone surely 
exists, but apparently without 
enough intensity to be report¬ 
ed.”

We have come by one of the 
simplest and best barbecue 
sauces through friends of 
ours, Clorinda and Ed Gor¬ 
man. Gorman discovered it 
many years ago during a stay 
in Hawaii, and he thinks it 
probably came about by ac¬ 
cident. 

The theory is that someone 
on the islands made a typical 
Japanese basting sauce and 
someone threw bourbon in by 
mistake. Whether or not, it is

To make it, combine four 
cups of soy sauce, one cup

. Premier Barrett committed 
the NDP government Tuesday 
to car insurance rates below 
1972 rates for every driver in

surance comes into effect 
next March, on the average 
rates will be 22 per cent lower 
then they would be if private 
companies were still handling 
insurance, Barrett said. The 
decreases will lie much 
greater for young drivers and 
those with accident records 
but no traffic violations.

the fit^t few months the gov¬ 
ernment corporation is han¬ 
dling insurance, the premier 
warned.

It will involve those Who 
have had special policies with 
insurance companies under 
which they paid less than reg¬ 
ular rates because of safe 
driving records, special driv¬ 
ing courses taken or other 
reasons. 

Their bills will be higher 
than in 1972 when calculated 
on the government's standard 
system, Barrett said, but if 
they brought their 1972 re¬ 
ceipts into the government, 
their 1974 bills would be re¬ 
duced accordingly. 

There would be a "surpris¬ 
ing, welcome, very signifi¬ 
cant” reduction in rates for 
young people who have their 
own cars whom he felt had 
been charged unfairly high 
sums by private companies. 

Drivers who have had ac¬ 
cidents in the last few years 
but have not been convicted 
of driving offences will also 
enjoy sharp reductions in 
their rates, because everyone 
will start with a clean slate as 
far as accidents are con¬ 
cerned. 

This was necessary because 
insurance’companies did not 
provide accident statistics to 
the government. 

Barrett said the administra¬ 
tive problems would arise be¬ 
cause the scheme was being 
put into effect quickly. 

. The act setting up the gov¬ 
ernment monopoly insurance 
scheme was proclaimed last 
April and scheduled start on 
March 1. 

"I expect there will be 
many snafus, foul-ups and 
problems.” he said. "But I 
also expect the public will be 
tolerant. They’re very under¬ 
standing people."

Israel Holds On 
To Checkpoints

Israel refused to relinquish 
its checkpoints on the’ Cairo- 
Suez highway Tuesday and 
Premier Golda Meir declared 
she will not pull Israeli forces 
back to the Oct. 22 ceasefire 
lines as demanded by Egypt. 

The commander of United 
Nations peacekeeping forces, 
Finnish Maj.-Gen. Ensio Sii- 
lasvuo, flew to TeJ Aviv after 
a visit to a disputed check¬ 
point on the highway to Suez 
City. 

A UN spokesman said 
Israelis hacj a fist fight Mon¬ 
day with UN peacekeepers 
trying to take over the check¬ 
point. The UN post was later 
permitted to remain, but an 
Israeli control point continued 
in operation nearby. 

High Israeli officials said 
the Israeli checkpoints would 
be turned over to the United 
Nations only simultaneously 
with a prisoner-of-war ex¬ 
change. 

Mrs. Meir. in a policy 
address to the Knesset (par¬ 
liament) in Jerusalem, de¬ 
clined to pull Israeli troops 
back to their positions of Oct. 
22. when a UN ceasefire was 
first called. Instead she pro¬ 
posed that Israeli and Egyp¬ 
tian troops withdraw to the 
1967 Suez Canal lines. «* 

This suggestion had been 
made before by the Israelis 
and would mean Egyptian 
withdrawal from the east 
bank of the Suez Canal at the 


same time Isr ael ,gives up ter¬ 
ritory it occupied on the ^jest 
bank during the October war. 

Egypt wants a return to the 
Oct. 22 line, claiming Israel 
grabbed a large chunk of 
Egyptian land between then 
and Oct. 24. when the cease¬ 
fire took hold. 


Return to the Oct. 22 lines 
was a key point in the Israeli- 
Egyptian truce agreement 
worked out by U.S. State Sec¬ 
retary Henry Kissinger. The 
accord provides that both 
sides should start immediate 
discussions to settle the ques¬ 
tion. 


Pipeline Bill Passes, 
Now Goes to Nixon 


WASHINGTON (CP) The 
Alaska oil pipeline bill, con¬ 
troversial legislatioh that 
touched off sparks in both Ot¬ 
tawa and Washington during 
its stormy career, was passed 
80 to 5 by the United States 
Senate on Tuesday and sent to 
President Nixon for signature. 

It had been approved 361 to 
14 by the House of Represent¬ 
atives fhe day before. 

The bill authorizes private 
construction to begin immedi¬ 
ately on the 789-mile line from 
the North Slope oil reservoir 
to the ice-free supertanker 
port of Valdez. 

However, there were signs 
of problems ahead. 

Roy Ash, head of the office 
of management and budget 
and one of Nixon’s top eco¬ 
nomic advisers, has threat-

ened to recommend a veto 
should the bill reach the 
White House with certain 
unrelated provisions attached. 

There was no indication late 
Tuesday whether the pres¬ 
ident would comply. Nixon 
has pressed urgently for the 
pipeline to go forward to help 
ease the U.S. energy crisis. 

Senator Henry Jackcon 
(Deni-Wash.), leading pro¬ 
ponent of the bill in the senate 
said: "1 hope and trbst that 
the legislation to be placed on 
the president’s desk will not 
be vetoed.” 

He wants construction to 
start by May, 1974, to finish in 
1977. 


U.S., Canada Have Reservations 


Pricing System 

Two-Tier 
Gold Plan 
Abolished

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Thf United States, in 
concert with six European nations, has abolished the- 
two-tier pricing system for gold, Federal Reserve 
Board chairman Arthur Burns announced Tuesday. 


The action opened the way 
for the United States, if it 
chooses, to sell portions of its 
$10,487 billion gold stockpile 
on the open market. 

Under an agreement signed 
in Washington in March, 1968, 
the United States, Belgium, 
Germany, Italy, The Nether¬ 
lands, Switzerland and Britain 
agreed to buy and sell gold 
only for official monetary 
transactions by foreign cen¬ 
tral banks and only at the "of¬ 
ficial" rate of $35 an ounce. 
Two separate dollar devalua¬ 
tions have raised that price to 
$42.22 an ounce. 

On the free market, where 
gold is traded like silver, soy¬ 
beans, coffee and other com¬ 
modities, the price is now 
around $100 an ounce. 

Because of this huge price 
gap. the two-tier system "no 
longer has any relevance to 
the actual world," Burns said. 

"By a stroke of the pen," 
the U.S. increased its gold 
assets by two-and-a-half times 
and sharply improved the 
value of the dollar, according 
to an economic adviser to 
President Nixon. The move 
could lead to the removal of 
wage and price controls. 

Pierre Rtnfret, w'ho Was also 
served as an economic consul¬ 
tant to Lyndon Johnson, said 
the agreement means the U.S. 
and European governments 
"now recognize that the true 
price of gold is $100 an 
ounce.” 

In Ottawa, baffled govern¬ 
ment spokesmen would not 
even hazard a guess as to the 
implications of the decision. 

A s[K>kesman for Finance 
Minister John Turner, after 
consultation with departmen¬ 
tal advisers said only, "we 
are studying implications of 
suspension of the pact." 

External Affairs Minister 
Mitchell Sharp spoke only 
briefly with newsmen on the 
matter. 

"I really don’t know what a 
thing like this means," Sharp 
said, noting that Canada was 
not a partner to the pact but 
had, like many other coun¬ 
tries, observed it. 

"1 suppose it means we can 
sell gold at $100 an ounce. It 
doesn’t have any intrinsic ef¬ 
fect,” he said, but added, 
"Does it?”

Westcoast 
Doubles 
Gas Price 


• VANCOUVER (CP) 
Westcjest Transmission Co. 
Ltd., sole transporter of natu¬ 
ral gais in British Columbia, 
announced Tuesday it was 
almost doubling the wholesale 
price of natural gas in the 
province. 

The company said that, re¬ 
troactive to Nov. 1, the whole¬ 
sale price charged natural 
gas distributors in the prov¬ 
ince is increased from the 
present average of 32 cents a 
thousand cubic feet to 58 
cents. Export prices also will 
be increased. 

The company said it, along 
with the provineially-owned 
British -Columbia Petroleum 
Corp., set up under legislation 
introduced at the fall session 
of the Legislature, was setting 
the new- price in response to 
suggestion from the prov¬ 
ince’s energy commission. 

The energy commission, 
after a series of public hear¬ 
ings, issued a report to the 
provincial government in Sej»- 
tember which recommended 
setting up a crown corpora¬ 
tion to process and market 
gas in the province and said . 
gas sold both in B.C. and for 
export was underpriced by 
about half its real value.

Kissinger 
In Tokyo

World Food Bank Plan Now Under Fire 
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By IK)UG SMALL 

ROME (CP) — There is 
graving evidence that world 
action to counter future fam¬ 
ines through international 
food stockpiling system will 
be stymied by rich countries 
interested in protecting the 
well-being of farmers. 

U.S. Agricultural Secretary 
Earl Butz indicated Tuesday 
that the U.S. does not support 
having international food re¬ 
serves placed under control of 
a world body. 

For too many years, he told 
a news conference following 


Food and Agriculture Organi¬ 
zation (FAO) discussions, 
buyers have depended on 
large U.S. and Canadian 
stocks to tide them over in 
times of shortages. 

"It’s time for the buying na¬ 
tions to assume responsibility 
for their oWn reserves,” he 
said, t 

Canada is expected to take 
a similar approach to an 
F AO-proposed world food 
hunk when Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Eugene Whelan 
addresses Ihe 130-country as¬ 
sembly today. 


Australia, another of the top 
grain-producing countries, 
was less specific, predicting 
that the plan would undergo 
vigorous debate because the 
implications are different for 
various countries. 

‘The richer countries, 
whether producers or con¬ 
sumers, and including Austra¬ 
lia, will have to face putting 
resources into food storage, 
particularly grains, to offset 
fluctuations in seasons," Aus¬ 
tralian Senator Ken Wriedt 
said. 

Butz agreed that food re¬ 


serves are necessary, but ar¬ 
gued that control over them 
must remain with individual 
countries. 

Both he and Whelan take 
the line that farmers will curb 
production if they are forced 
to build up surpluses that will 
eventualjy ' lead to lower 
prices. 

Butz told the conference 
that there is no reason why 
grain producing countries 
should overburden themselves 
with stocks in order to have 
enough to meet any potential 
international demand. 


Butz raised the possibility 
of American food blockades to 
Arab countries in retaliation 
for oil,export curbs by those 
countries. 

He refused to go into detail 
at a news conference here, 
saying only, "We have not 
done that yet,” when asked if 
the U.S. had considered using 
food as a weapqg against the 
oil embargo. 

American observers said 
the matter was probably 
raised, then dropped, because 
of the limited amounts of food 


that are sent to Arab coun¬ 
tries by the United States. 

Earlier, Canada took time 
out to reaffirm *its financial 3 
commitment to the world food 
program aF^ a ceremony 
marking its 10th anniversary. 

British Columbia added a 
$25,000 contribution to the 
roughly $34 million put in by 
Canada for this year and 
next. 

Canada is second only 'to 
the United States as a contrib¬ 
utor to the prografn which 
has distributed more than 
$1.19 billion in aid since 1963.
